Oppcnhelmer said In this 
way his office would be able to make 
sure that the bond was not released until 
all promised Improvements are Installed. 


COMMISSION MEMBERS, however, 


suggested that a checklist be made for 
each project listing the promises made 
Its developer. They said that the village 
engineer and other officials could review 
the check-list before releasing the devel- 
opers' bond. 


The commissioners said that although 


they have been able to correct the prob- 
lem at Tahoe Village and Lakeside Vil- 
las, there are probably many other de- 
velopers who have not kept their promis- 
es. They suggested various ways of 
checking up on developers, but delayed 
any decision until a later date. 


Commission members Indicated, how- 


ever, that they will be more careful 
about reviewing the minutes of previous 
meetings before acting on ongoing devel- 
opments. They also said they would try 
to get all promises In writing so verbal 
commitments would not get lost In the 
minutes. 


Commission begins work 
on environmental rules

Wheeling residents In the next few 


months will be watching the evolution of 
new rules and regulations designed to 
protect the environment. 


The newly formed village environmen- 


tal commission has begun the process of 
researching various types of environmen- 
tal control, and will soon begin preparing 
guidelines for the village. These guide- 
lines are expected to establish a process 
of environmental review through an ex- 
panded seven-person commission, and to 
give the village enforceable environmen- 
tal standards. 


Michael Valenza, chairman of the com- 


mission, said he thought the research 
and preparation of guidelines will bo a 
time-consuming process. He noted that 
the ordinance creating the commission 
was purposely vague. 


According to Valenza, the size of the 


commission was kept to three members 
so tliu' the preliminary organization 
work would not become "unwleldly."' He 
said once the rules and regulations are 
established, the commission will prob- 
ably be expanded to seven members, 
with each member having a specialized 
area of environmental concern. 


EVENTUALLY. THE commission will 


review all building and planning for the 
village from an environmental point of 
view. "It's never been looked at from 
this standpoint before, and I think It 
should be," Valenza said. "But it's about 
a year away, I would Imagine." 


Members of the commission said they 


think Wheeling is In a good position to 
develop environmental guidelines be- 
cause of the lack of heavy industry in the 
area. 


"We're not facing United States Steel 


or General Motors in our midst," said 
Rol>crl KIngsbury. 


Commission members said they can 


therefore concentrate on avoiding envi- 
ronmental problems as the village devel- 
ops. "We're primarily concerned how the 
village develops, that it develops In an 
orderly manner and that it will be some- 
thing for future generations to bo proud 
of." said William Rogers. 


SOME AREAS that will be affected by 


the'commission Include air, water and 
noise pollution, flooding, conservation, 
land use, and garbage disposal. The com- 
mission also briefly noted problems asso- 
ciated with leaf burning, recycling, and 
village beautificatlon. 


Rogers said it could begin research by 


checking the environmental ordinances 
prepared by .other1 communities. "We're 
all novices at this," he said. "Each one 
'of us is going to tiave t6 bone-up, read- 
up." 


The commission got its first taste of 


the amount of environmental literature 
available when Valenza circulated nu- 
m orbits pamphlets and Information 
sheets at the commission's first meeting 
last Thursday. 


Commission members said they will 


have to develop a library composed of 
various magazines, books and other envi- 
ronmental sources. The village is provid- 
ing the, advisory board with $1,000 for 
various 'training, conferences, maga- 
zines, office supplies and equipment. 


THE COMMISSION also will have a 


regular secretary who will record the 
meetings and prepare minutes. Esther 
Davis, chairman of the village beau- 
tificatlon committee, will be attending 
many of the meetings to keep the two 
boards in contact. 


If possible, the commission members 


said they would like to have their own 
attorney who would be free to deal en- 
tirely with environmental law. Rogers 
noted that village attorney Paul Homer 
has numerous other responsibilities, and 
thus might not be able to devote enough 
time to the environmental commission. 


Rogers also said environmental law is 


still a developing field, and noted that 
there are conflicts between federal, state 
and local laws. "Many times there aren't 
definite standards," Rogers said. "Noth- 
ing Is clear-cut." 


The next commission meeting will be 


called by Valenza after various environ- 
mental pamphlets and ordinances are 
available for the members to review. Ro- 
gers suggested the meeting schedule re- 
main flexible until after the guidelines 
arc established. Other members agreed.

The Wheeling Village Board tonight is 


scheduled to act on a proposed ordinance 
that would combine the functions of three 
village commissions into a single munici- 
pal relations commission. 


The ordinance was proposed as an al- 


ternative to disbanding the industrial, 
human relations and public relations 
commissions. Trustee Al Lang this sum- 
mer suggested that these commissions 
be dissolved because of lack of members 
and lack of activity. 


When members of these commissions 


objected to Lang's proposal, Trustee Ron 
Bruhn suggested that the commissions' 
functions be combined under a single ad- 


visory board. 


THE ORDINANCE would create a 


five-man commission. Lang said the five- 
member group would give the commis- 
sion flexibility in developing. He also 
noted that the village did not have many 
applicants for positions on the three com- 
missions. 


The board is also scheduled to consider 


granting a special-use permit that would 
allow for the operation of a hotdog stand 
at 638 N. Milwaukee Ave. The hotdog 
stand, called Do-Do's Dogs inc., is being 
proposed by Michael Valenza, chairman 
of the environmental commission, and

Ford "should be able to soothe some of 


the 
wounds between 
the executive 


branch ami the Congress," said U.S. 
Rep. Philip Crane. R-12, who called the 
vice president-designate "a very accept- 
able choice." 


The vole to confirm Ford, a 23-year. 


Congress veteran from Michigan, will 
probably be near-unanimous, he said. 
Crane's first choice for the post was Gov. 
Ronald Reagan of California, but ho 
noted that "nobody Is really unhappy" 
with Ford. 


U.S. Rep. Samuel Young, R-10, also 


predicted an early confirmation. 


"1 am highly delighted with the nomi- 


nation of Congressman Gerald Ford to be 
vice president," said Young. "His experi- 
ence of 23 years In Congress and his 
close association with the President in 
his position as House Minority Loader 
make him superbly equipped to assume 
the responsibilities of vice president and, 
If necessary, those of the President." 


YOUNG SAID Ford's name was one of 


those he recommended to President Nix- 
on for the post. Ford enjoys the respect 
of Democratic Congressional leaders and 
"will be confirmed expcditlously by the 
House and Senate," Young said. 


Ford was nominated Friday by Mr. 


Nixon to replace former Vice president 
Spiro Agncw, who resigned last week and 
was convicted of Income tax evasion and 
sentenced to three years' probation. 


Carl 'Hnnscn, Elic Grove Township Re- 


publican committccman, also said Ford 
could improve relations between the ex- 


ecutive and legislative branches of gov- 
ernment. "There's a need to bring the 
White House and the Congress closer to- 
gether at this time." 


"Congressional leaders have sufficient 


confidence in him to give him approval 
rapidly," Hansen -said. "He couldn't rise 
to be minority leader without the respect 
and esteem of his colleagues." 


Hansen also said he was pleased that 


the vice president-designate is a Midwes- 
tcrncr and this his appointment came 
soon after Agnew resigned. "Anything 
that can be done to lessen the tensions Is 
going to be beneficial to the country as a 
whole," he said. 


Bernard Pcdersen, Palatine Township 


GOP committeeman, called Ford a "uni- 
fier." 


"I hate to say a thing like 'he's honest' 


but anyway when you read about what 


people say about him, he's a good guy, 
experienced; and knows the Congress," 
Pederscn said. Ideologically, "He's not 
one extreme or the other. He's a bal- 
anced selection." 


FORD WAS "an excellent choice," ac- 


cording to Floyd Fulle, Maine Township 
Republican committeeman and a mem- 
ber of the Cook County Board. 


"One of the most salient features to 


the President was that the individual he 
chose be confirmed quickly by the Con- 
gress. In that respect! he was a good 
choice. He is very popular among mem- 
bers of Congress," said Fulle. 


"Another point is that he has 25 years 


in Congress. With that, he's got to be 
familiar with what's going on. He has 
also been very loyal to the President. In 
all, I believe the choice was excellent," 
he said. 


Legislative experience was also cited 
by Richard Cowen, Wheeling Township 
GOP committeeman, as a major point in 
Ford's favor. "One of the real problems 
the Nixon administration had encoun- 
tered was its ability to,work with Con- 
gress to get legislation passed," said 
Cowen. 


Ford will be an effective liaison be- 


tween the administration and the legisla- 
tive branch, "which will certainly help 
the entire Nixon program," he said. 


A dissenting note was sounded by Rich- 


ard Mugalian, Palatine Township Demo- 
cratic committeeman, who called Ford 
"as undistinguished a'vice president as 
you could find." 


"Anything that Nixon does is suspect 


in my view," he said. "He should have 
been out of there by this time anyway. 
We should be replacing him."

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Harper College to try once more for new fieldhouse 


Harper College Is going lo make anoth- 


er try at getting a replacement for Its 
burned fieldhouse, this time by going 
through the Illinois Community College 
Board and the board of higher education. 


The Harper board Thursday approved 


a rcvlilon In the school's building prior- 
Kin that makes the floldliousc replace- 
ment the first priority for state building 
funds. The priority listing must be ap- 
proved by the community college board 
and higher board. 


Harper's fieldhouse was destroyed by 


firo In June. Harper officials succeeded 
in getting a special appropriation of $1 OS 
million to replace the building passed by 
the Illinois General Assembly, but the 
appropriation was vetoed last month by 
Gov. Oanlcl Walker. 


HARPER PRES. R6bert Lahtl said he 


hns since hod meetings with the staff of 
the community college board and with 
representatives from the higher board 
about the fieldhouse. He said the commu- 
nity college board staff has agreed to 
recommend approval of the new priority 
for the fieldhouse. 


State junior colleges receive 75 per 


cent of their building money from the 
statc.lEach year, the community college 
and higher boards set priorities for the 
available funds appropriated by the leg- 
islature. 


In revising Its priorities, the Harper 


board moved the fieldhouse up with a 
group of vocational education buildings 
which had been the college's first prior- 
ity. Before the fire, the fieldhouse had 


the lowest priority, coming behind voca- 
tional education and classroom buildings. 


HARPER VICE PRES. William Mann 


said in the past the state boards have 
given fieldhouses and other physical edu- 
cation buildings low priority and have 
given highest priority to vocational edu- 
cation buildings. By combining the voca- 
tional education and fieldhouse buildings 
into a single, high priority project, Mann 
said, "I think we have a nice package. 
We have two very high priority facilities 
combined with one low priority facility 
that has a special consideration." 


The cost of the combined package is 


estimated at $7,088,000, of which 
$5,316,000 would come from the state. 
Mann said the project might be broken 


up by the state if funds were short, so 
Harper might get either only the field- 
house or only the vocational education 
buildings. 


"We can't imagine them cutting voca- 


tional ed," Mann said. 


In a related Issue, Mann reported to 


the board that the college has reached a 
preliminary settlement with its insurance 
company for the contents of the field- 
house. He said the settlement, which still 
must receive final approval from the in- 
surance company, will be $140,000. 


IN ADDITION, Richard Thorns, a rep- 


resentative of Marsh and McLennan, the 
insurance broker for the college, said he 
would be willing to try to work out a 
partial payment on the building itself 


while the insurance company works to 
determine its full value. 


Harper board members have objected 


to the length of time the Insurance com- 
pany has taken in setting a value on the 
burned fieldhouse. Thorns said the com- 
pany claims adjusters are now going 
over architects drawings to determine 
how the original building was construct- 
ed and how many improvements are 
being put in. 


A building to provide temporary show- 


ers and locker rooms for the physical 
education program is now under con- 
struction but has been delayed because 
of a shortage of structural steel. College 
officials now estimate the building will 
be completed in January. 


Youth's body 
brought home 


Frank Tcruggl has come home. 


' The body of the 23-year-old DCS Plalncs man, shot to death 
Sept. 22 during Chile's coup d'etat, arrived yesterday at 
O'llarc Airport. 


The body was taken to Ochlcr Funeral Home, Lee and 


I'crry streets, Des Plaincs, where funeral arrangements have 
been made by his parents, Frank and Jennie Tcruggl. 


Visitation Is today from 3 p.m. to 0:30 p.m. at Ochler's. A 


Funeral Mass will bo said tomorrow at 10 a.m. at St. Mary's 
Church, Pralrlo and Pearson streets, DCS Plalnes. Interment 
will be In Alt Saints Cemetery. 


Also surviving arc a sister Janis, and a brother, John. 
Several hundred demonstrators Saturday protested what 


they termed U. S. Involvement in the Chilean coup. Members 
of more than a dozen organizations, coordinated by the Chi- 
cago Peace Council and the New World Resource Center, 
marched through the Loop to the Federal Building. 


TIIK DEMONSTRATORS also called for an independent in- 


vestigation Into Tcruggi's death. He Is the only American 
known to have died during the Chilean coup which began 
Sept. U and has been described by some observers as a 
"blood bath." 


Th6 current Chilean government has given no explanation 


os to how Teruggi died. They have confirmed that he was 
shot to death but claim the bullets that killed him were not of 
the same caliber used by the Chilean military. 


Tcruggl and his roommate, David Hathaway of Seattle' 


were arrested for what the Chilean government said was a 
curfew violation Sept. 20. Hathaway insists they were ar- 
rested In their apartment and no curfew violation existed. 


TIIK NEXT DAY Tcruggi's name was called by military 


officials and he was taken away. Hathaway was released 
unharmed soon after and never saw Tcruggi again. 


Tcrupgl's body lay In a Chilean morgue for about two 


weeks before American officials learned of his death. His 
father has been critical of the American government's failure 
to help his son get out of the country. He has also denied 
rrports by a Chicago newspaper that his son was Involved In 
Marxist activities. 


The elder Tcruggi last week received a letter from a Chi- 


lean University student who called himself, "Frank's friend." 
The letter confirmed that Frank was not Involved with Marx- 
ist activists. The student added Frank's friends were very 
worried about him and asked the father to seek help from the 
American consulate. The letter was written after Tcruggl was 
killed.

Egypt in biggest offensive

Waves of Egyptian troops and tanks at- 


tacked In their biggest offensive of the 
war along the entire 102-mile Suez lino 
Sunday. To the north, Israeli tanks pun- 
ched through Syrian defenses to within 14 
miles of Damascus. 


Israel admitted its casualties were ap- 


proaching those of the entire 1967 Six 
Day Wnr. 


Egypt announced its attacking forces 


had recaptured more. Israeli-held territo- 
ry In the barren desert area east of the 
Suez Canal, but Israel said it had thrown 
back the assault — biggest of the war — 
and "we are grinding them into the 
ground." 


Israeli Defense Minister Moshe Dayan 


went to the Slnal front Sunday and said 
In a broadcast that now that the Syrians 
had been driven back, Israel was ready 
to devoto more attention to crushing the 
Egyptian forces-ln the south. • 


"We are now In a war that is unlike 


any that preceded It, either the Sinai 
campaign or the Six Day War," said Da- 
yan. "This Is a hard war, with severe, 
bitter clashes of armor and air power, a 
war heavy with days, heavy with blood." 


Dayan said that Israel's safety In the 


future lies In crushing the armies of Syr- 
ia and Egypt rather than accepting a 
cease-fire before the job Is finished. 


Saudi Arabia's 
Riyadh radio an- 


nounced that Saudi Arabia had entered 
the war and that Saudi troops had gone 
to the Syrian front. The broadcast came 
a day after Jordan announced its entry 
Into the war. 


On the northern front, an Israeli ar- 


mored spearhead slashed through wea- 
kening Syrian defenses to a position with- 


In 14 miles of Damascus Sunday, and the 
Tel Aviv military command said Israeli 
big guns were shelling military targets 
on the outskirts of the ancient Syrian 
capital. 


While fighting raged on both fronts, Is- 


rael announced In its first casualty re- 
port that 656 soldiers and airmen had 
been killed In the first eight days of the 
war — compared with 777 military dead 
in the entire Six Day War of 19G7. One of 
the dead was Maj. Gen. Avram Mendler, 
commander of the Armored Corps in the 
Slnal. 


An Egyptian communique said the 


Egyptians jumped off at dawn east of the 
Suez Canal and fought battles all day 
Sunday with the aim of destroying Israeli 
armor in the desert. 


"Our forces succeeded in capturing 


new areas of land all along the battle- 
front In Sinai," the communique said. 


Maj. Gen. Halm Hcrzog of Israel said 


the attack in the south could signal the 
start of the war's critical stage. 


Some foreign observers believe the 


Slnal offensive may have been designed 
to relieve pressure on Syria by forcing 


Israel to pull out troops from there to 
hold the line in Sinai. 


In continuing air battles, both Egypt 


and Syria again reported shooting down 
a number of Israeli planes. These claims 
brought Egypt's total since Oct. 6 to 189. 
Syria claimed a total of 311, Jordan two 
and Iraq and Lebanon one each. 


This meant the Arab countries have 


claimed a total of S04 Israeli planes 
downed since Oct. 6. According to the 
Institute for Strategic Studies in London, 
Israel entered the war with a total of 433 
combat planes. 


Ford backs U.S. arms flow to Israel

Vice President-designate Gerald R. 


Ford, fast getting into the swing of being 
an administration man, attended a spe- 
cial White House worship service Sunday 
and addressed himself to the Mideast 
war. 


Ford, announced as Prssidcnt Nixon's 


replacement for Spiro T. Agnew Friday 
night, met briefly with reporters follow- 
ing the services In the East Room, and 
declared the United States should fully 
meet all Its commitments to supply arms 
to Israel while at the same time seeking 
an end to the fighting. 


He said he hoped for a military solution 


quickly so work could accelerate on a 
diplomatic solution. Ford had been fully 
briefed on the latest developments in the 
Israeli-Arab conflict by Nixon and Secre- 
tary of Sate Henry Kissinger on Satur- 
day. 


He said It "depends on the circum- 


stances" If there would be an increase in 
American arms shipments to Israel, and 
said U.S. diplomats were working "very 
diligently" in trying to help bring an end 
to the fighting. 


The worship services were a rare 


event at the White House, the first held 
there since Aug. 15. They were conducted 
by Rep. William Hudnut III, R-Ind., an 
ordained Presbyterian minister, and the 
guests included the Skylab II astronauts. 


After the services and meeting with re- 


porters, Ford and his wife Betty chatted 
with some of the 300 guests In the Blue 
Room, then departed for a quick western 
tour. 


He'll stop at Salt Lake City for a visit 


with his son Jack, a forestry student at 
Utah State University, and fulfill two 
speech-making engagements in Portland, 
Ore., today. 


He's due back In Washington tonight 


for a White House dinner honoring for-

mer Secretary of State William Rogers. 


Under the 25th Amendment of the Con-

The speech will be in Agncw's own 


words, Thomson said, indicating he 
would receive little or no help from his 
former speechwrlters. It was expected to 
elaborate on the statements which Ag- 
new made immediately after his resigna- 
tion. 


Agnew Is almost a non-person at the 


White House. President Nixon did not 
mention his name Friday night when he 
announced he had nominated Rep. Ger- 
ald Ford to succeed Agncw as vice presi- 
dent. The White House announcement 
ceremoncy had a gala flavor which 
avoided any reference to former vice 
president's personal tragedy. 


When called Sunday, the White House

Marvin Mandcl, Agncw's 
successor.

Recommend standard prison sentences 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A government 


advisory commission on corrections re- 
form Sunday recommended that no crim- 
inal be sentenced to more than five years 
in jail unless he has proven to be dan- 
gerous, a persistent offender or a profes- 
sional criminal. 


A 636-page report by the National Advi- 


sory Commission on Criminal Justice 
Sta-dr-ds ?r.d Goals suggested a stan- 
Hrd 'V-car service for hardened crim- 
inals, except In cases of murder. It also 
•mid t\it no state legislature should lay 
do-ui a minimum sentence. 


"'In-n^ed by the Justice Department's 


Law Enforcement Assistance Adminis- 
tration (LEAA), the report was de- 


scribed as one of only four such nation- 
wide studies of the corrections system in 
this century. The recommendations are 
not binding on any state or local govern- 
ment. 


Also included among the recommenda- 


tions were a ban on corporal punishment 
In prisons; a 10-year moratorium an pris- 
on construction; coed prisons; a separate 
cell for each prisoner; retention of a 
prisoners' civil rights; an end to guard 
uniforms, badges and weapons when pos- 
sible, and better pay for both guards and 
working prisoners. 


The commission said its report was not 


directed exclusively toward rehabilita- 
tion of prisoners because "if correctional 


processes were, or could be, truly rehab- 
ilitative, it is hard to see why they should 
be restricted to the convicted." 


The commission, advocating the "least 


drastic sentencing alternative . . . con- 
sistent with public safety," said the max- 
imum sentence should be five years for 
felonies other than murder for "any of- 
fender not specifically found to represent 
a substantial danger to others." 


A 25-year sentence should be imposed, 


it said, when the court finds that a longer 
term "is required for protection of the 
public and that the defendant is a per- 
sistent felony offender, a 
professional 


criminal or a dangerous offender."

Because both the Irving and Stevenson sites were donated, 
the district still has about $300,000 In referendum funds.

helps state cops snag speeders

The "gun" was aimed casually out the 


window of the State Police squad car 
when the semi-trailer moving von sped 
past at 57 miles per hour — 12 miles 
faster than the posted speed limit. 


State Trooper Joe Thomas set the 


gun's sights on the truck, squeezed the 
trigger, then raced after the truck. The 
gun lay beside him as red digital num- 
erals blinked "57" steadily on a screen 
above its handle. 


The truck driver had just become the 


victim of "Speedgun," a new radar unit 
resembling a bullhorn, which measures 
Instantaneously the speed of moving ve- 
hicles. 


THE DEVICE, whlcli has been in use 


since August, is the latest police aid for 
trapping speeders, who police say are 
perhaps the foremost traffic enemy. 
Speedgun is portable and operates either 
by its own power pack or by plugging 
into a car clgaret lighter. 


The gun works on the Doppler prin- 


ciple In which a signal is transmitted 
from the gun and bounces off a moving 
vehicle. The speed at which the signal 
bounces off the vehicle and back to the 
gun Is equal to the vehicle's speed. 
Speedgun records that speed. 


Six of the guns arc now in use at State 


Police Dist. 3 headquarters in Des 
Plaincs. A total of 80 of the units were 
purchased by the.state from the manu- 
facturer for $50,000, half of which was 
refunded by the federal government 
through a matching funds program. 


SPEEDGUN HAS simplified the task 


of catching speeders, Thomas said dur- 
ing a morning patrol this week. Older 
radar units required the officer to read a 
graph which charted average speeds 


rather than the speed of a vehicle at any 
given moment. Speedgun, however, 
charts the actual speed of a vehicle in 
the same way a car speedometer does. 


"It is so versatile, it really doesn't give 


the violator a chance," Thomas said. A 
violator doesn't stand much chance of 
disputing the accuracy of the unit be- 
cause after each traffic stop, a trooper 
tests the gun to make sure it is working 
properly. 


This is done with the use of a tuning 


fork which is calibrated to emit 50 m.p.h. 
vibration signals. If the 50 m.p.h. reading 
records on the gun when it is aimed at 
the tuning fork, the device is working ac- 
curately. 


THOMAS SAID the guns arc also In- 


spected once a month to insure their 
proper operation. 


But trapping the speeder doesn't neces- 


sarily mean Issuing a ticket. 


For example, four persons stopped for 


speeding by Thomas on a two-hour morn- 
ing patrol this week were all traveling 10 
to 13 miles per hour faster than the post- 
ed limit. All, however, were let off with 
written warnings, which the state police 
now issue, giving the driver a record of 
being stopped by speeding but no fine or 
ticket. 


If the tropper feels a written warning 


will deter the driver from speeding 
again, then it can be just as effective as 
a ticket, Thomas said. 


"WE FEEL WE'RE responsible for 


traffic safety," Thomas said of the State 
Police. "We handle almost no criminal 
cases except if they're involved in traffic 
cases. 


"The most fundamental aspect of driv- 


ing is speed. If a driver isn't conscious of 
that, will he be conscious of traffic lights 
and stop signs?" 


Sewers backing up 
Dump diapers? 
Don't do it!

As Ed Norton used to say, "You 


never know what goes on down in the 
sewers." 


The Metropolitan Sanitary District 


can tell you what goes through the 
sowers, but you might not believe It. 


Earl Knight, of the MSD industrial 


waste section, said, "Oh, we get all 
kinds of things through here. You'd 
be amazed what people put through 
the sewers." 


Besides the usual, tho MSD reports 


everything from mattresses to gro- 
cery carts have turned up In their 
flowage; often causing backups. 


And Arlington Heights has experi- 


enced several sewerage backups 
recently due to "disposable" diapers. 
The problem became so bad, the vil- 
lage published a warning in the mu- 
nicipal newsletter. 


BILL REINUARD of the village 


public works department, outlined 
tho problem in a memorandum to as- 
sistant village manager Darryl Ken- 
ning. According to Rclnhard, new 
parents are apparently ignoring the 
diaper package's instruction to re- 
move the plastic shield before flush- 
ing them away. 


He said the plastic prevents the pa- 


per diaper from dissolving as it was 
designed to do. The result Is a plas- 
tic-coated, watertight seal in the sew- 
er pipes, he said. 


Persons upstream from the block- 


age can testify when sewerage can- 
not progress as planned, it must 
emerge somewhere. 


When asked about the diapers, 


Rolling Meadows Public Works Supt. 
John Hcnnessy proclaimed fervently: 
"We hate, hate, hate them! They've 
always been, a problem. They're not 
biodegradable. They tend to reach a 
00-degree turn and then clog." 


REINHARD, after clearing several 


local blockages (twice hi the same 


line), surmised the problem may 
also be compounded with the manner 
in which the diapers are disposed. He 
said it appeared the parents were 
saving several diapers and then 
flushing them all at once. 


Knight explained what doesn't hap- 


pen with the plastic covered diapers. 
"We're not very happy with them. 
You sec, the plastic has a very high 
cellulose content. This makes them 
not very biodegradable. They will 
break down, but not right nwny. This 
is primarily a local problem. Our 
pipes are much bigger than the mu- 
nicipalities use, so the diapers don't 
clog them up." 


The MSD pipes also have screens 


of varying gauges to filter out larger 
items that might cause problems. 
Knight said they have a machine 
similar to a garbage grinder which 
effectively reduces most things to a 
manageable size. 


"We can always expect to find un- 


usual things in the sowers. People 
even put old mattresses down man- 
holes. If there's something they want 
to get rid of, they just put it down a 
manhole. Grocery carts are another 
headache. Kids steal the carts from 
parking lots and shove them into 
streams," he said. 


KNIGHT SAID the MSD was con- 


sidering billing the stores for remov- 
ing the carts. He said the stores 
claim insurance on the stolen carts, 
which arc often the older, damaged 
ones which have to be replaced any- 
way. 


Rolling Meadows' Hennessy was 


blunt commenting on the sewerage. 
"I'd just rather not discuss the kinds 
of other things found in the sewers!" 


Knight extended 
an 
invitation: 


"You really should come down to our 
screening -rooms sometime. You'd 
really be surprised." 


Thomas said police are usually more 


concerned with drivers going 10 miles or 
more over the limit. "I look for the haz- 
ardous violator," Thomas said. "They're 
the potential accidents. 


"If I'm out here, I don't have to be 


petty," he continued. "We have no 
'quotas' (which require a certain number 
of tickets to be written in a period of 
time.) I don't have to write a ticket. I 
treat people the way I want to be 
treated, so when I make an arrest, I feel 
it is justified. 


IF DRIVERS try to deny it (a speeding 


offense) too vigorously," Thomas said. 
"We simply show them the gun reading 
(which is locked by a trigger and holds 
the reading until the trigger is released.) 


"We have a problem sometimes in that 


we clock cars at a distance," Thomas 
explained. "By the time the driver sees 
us and glances down at his speedometer, 
he's already reduced his speed, so some- 
times we have a hard time explaining It 
to him." 


Some outraged drivers, of course, just 


can't be quieted, Thomas said. "They 
ask for your badge number and your 
name and they say they're going to have 
your job and take you to court, all of 
which doesn't make our job any easier." 


Of the four persons stopped that morn- 


ing, only one attempted to deny the 
speeding charge. 


WHILE POLICE will attempt to spot 


any violator, Thomas admitted truck 
drivers are usually eyed as speed de- 


mons. "Trucks are notorious speeders," 
he laughed. "They're almost professional 
mirror-watchers." 


On a traffic stop, Thomas will check 


for other potential traffic or criminal vio- 
lations. The truck driver he stopped was 
asked to produce a registration identi- 
fication card which he is required to tar- 
ry stating the weight limit the truck, is 
allowed to carry, the maximum number 
of axles it is allowed, and related infor- 
mation. 


The truck driver's name was radioed 


to the district headquarters, and Thomas 
was told within seconds that the driver 
had no record of previous convictions in 
Illinois. 


WHEN THOMAS stopped three other 


auto drivers, he checked each driver's 
license for any driving restrictions, cor- 
rect age and address, and the expiration 
date of the license. On stops made late at 
night, Thomas said teen-agers found to 
be driving after curfew can be held, 
since a minor's license is invalid after 
curfew. 


The excuses for speeding that morning 


ranged from "a stuck accelerator pedal" 
to "I'm on my lunch hour and I hod to 
get to the store." 


"People have always looked at law en- 


forcement with disrespect," Thomas 
commented as traffic on Golf Road 
whizzed by. "They feel they should not 
be restricted. We want people to start 
thinking Instead of just taking driving for 
granted."

A death in Chile 


COLUMNIST'S NOTE: Steve Brown is 


the Herald's Des Plalnes reporter who 
covered the murder of Frank Teruggi Jr. 
in Chile. As Brown has covered'the story 
with persistence and determination sincjQ 
Tcruggl was first feared missing, it's fair 
that ho should add a disturbing note to 
the story — in his own words: 


The final chapter In the story of Frank 


Teruggi Jr., the young man from Des 
Plaines who died in Chile last month, 
will be told tills week. 


A quiet funeral mass will be held in Stl 


Mary's Church and Frank's family and 
friends will gather to pay their final re- 
spects. 


But the U.S. State Department has al- 


ready written a footnote. A cruel and 
heartless mark has been left on the 
whole matter by our officials in Washing- 
ton. 


After failing to protect an American 


citizen in a foreign nation which was in 
the throes of massive political upheaval, 
the State Department, either through bu- 
r e a u c r a t i c bungling or disinterest, 
allowed the young man's body to lie in a 
Santiago morgue for nearly two weeks. 


The State Department dragged the 


emotions of the Teruggi family through 
peaks and valleys as they dawdled over 
learning the sad news that the young 
man had been killed. 


As if this was not enough the huge 


agency of so-called diplomats and states- 
men offered a final cruel slap to the Te- 
ruggi family and Indirectly to all Ameri- 
cans. 


When the family tried to arrange to 


return their son's body from Chile, ah 
official in the State Department curtly 
told them there would be an $850 ship- 
ping fee.

Previewing the fall Legislature 


• Dear legislators: 


;.VtoUier legislative special ses- 
,-Jni begins today. We hope the

• Tuday begins I he last chance for 
the 78th General Assembly to re- 
tire with an acceptable record. To- 
day is the time to remind you that 
your accomplishments so far arc 
far from enviable. 


• Partisan politics killed Important 
legislation during the spring ses- 
sion. Gov. Daniel Walker's vetoes 
added to the list of needed bills 
pointed for a legislative graveyard. 


Thn 
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Today should begin examination 


of three desperately-needed bills: 


— Regional mass transit; 
-Ethics; 


— A state board of elections. 


Regional mass transit died in 


bickering over financing and con- 
trol of a transportation authority 
last spring. Compromise among 
Walker, Chicago Mayor Richard 
Daley and House Speaker W. Rob- 
ert Blair is necessary. But we op- 
pose a proposal that would allow 
outlying counties referendum right 
to join or avoid RTA membership. 


Referenda in five counties could 


delay RTA planning for years. Ref- 
erenda would waste taxpayer dol- 
lars. Referenda arc a method of 
passing the buck by legislators 
elected to lead. 


/ 


An RTA that does not include the 


entire six-county area adds addU 
"tlonal complications and has little 
chance of success. A key to a suc- 
cessful RTA is guaranteed and im- 
proved service to Chicago subur- 
ban areas. 


The first chance at mass transit 


consideration will be scrutiny of 
Walker's sales tax reduction veto. 
Blair has proposed to cut the state 


sales tax from 4 cents to 3.5 cents 
per dollar. Walker proposes, as an 
alternate, a $10 per resident tax re- 
bate. 


"Blair's reduction is no cut in the 


metropolitan area. Although the 
sales tax would drop here, the 
House speaker plans to finance the 
RTA with a new half-cent tax. 


"The trouble with the Blair plan 


Is that it gives with one hand and 
takes away with the other," Walk- 
er has said. But the trouble with 
the Walker plan is that the gover- 
nor wants to look good to residents 
by returning taxes and has tied 
RTA to questionable profits from 
an unpassed state lottery proposal. 


A second key veto decision in- 


volves the state board of elections 
bill. Despite a mandate from the 
1970 state constitution, Republicans 
and Democrats have procrasti- 
nated over makeup of an election 
board for two years. 


We find that the bill's tie-break- 


ing proposal — drawing one of the 
four appointed board member's 
names from a hat and eliminating 
that vote — makes no sense. 


Ethics legislation will be a spe- 


cial session topic that members 
can use for "cube chipping" — an 


age-old practice of chipping at 
truth until nothing remains. 


Illinois current ethics legislation 


— hailed as the strongest in the 
United States — is far short of ef- 
fective. Walker, who still has not 
revealed his past campaign contri- 
butions, wants full economic dis- 
closure, listing of campaign contri- 
butions and spending, land trust 
details and funding for an ethics 
board. 


No law can guarantee political- 


honesty. But we support any effort 
to create conditions under which a 
politician cannot afford to be hon- 
est. 


Good luck. The ingredients for 


meaningful legislation are at hand. 
Use them.

'Detente can't guarantee peace'

WASHINGTON - Secretary of Stale 


Henry A. Kissinger tins warned several 
tidies during the past three weeks that 
til- Soviet-American detente Is not a last- 
ing guarantee of peace but simply a for- 
mula for "crisis management." 


lie clcnrly fours that Americans and 


others will assume that tho 1072 Moscow 
summit agreement on 'principles" and 
subsequent pact* provide some form of 
automatic guarantee against big power 
conflict. 


"There Is n great tendency to as- 


sume," Kissinger snld nt n New York 
news conference Sept. 26, "that'every- 
tiling that has been achieved Is now auto- 
matically permanent and can he drawn 
u p o n as If Its capital were In- 
exhaustible." 


This obviously Is not true, Kissinger 


ndilcd, since the ability of the two super- 
palvcrs to live at peace and avoid a nu- 
clejar holocaust depends upon the willing- 
ness of both to adhere to tho agreed prin- 
ciples. 


The cold war can be revived, he has

said, by international conflicts involving 
other countries which threaten to bring 
Russia and the United States into direct 
confrontation. Or It can come from pur- 
suing erroneous assumptions that an 
agreement on "principles" in the Inter- 
national arena gives cither party the 
right to insist upon agreement on issues 
which nre of domestic concern to only 
one of the parties. 


An example of the first peril is clear in 


the latest Arab-Israeli conflict, in which 
the Arabs use Soviet-supplied weapons 
and enjoy Moscow's moral and propa- 
ganda support and Israel gets her weap- 
ons and sympathy from Washington. 


Kissinger said early this week that 


"renewed conflict in the Middle East 
reminds us that international stability is 
always precarious and never to be taken 
for granted." 


The other type of danger In "detente" 


Kissinger has cited Involved efforts by 
U.S. congressmen to block approval of 
the Soviet-American trade agreement — 
which gives the Kremlin normal trading 
rights for the first time since 1951 — un- 
less the Soviet Union changes its emigra- 
tion laws. 


The aim is to make Russia remove 


from the books regulations imposing an 
exit tax on Soviet citizens, principally 
Jews, who want to leave the country. 


Kissinger, pointing out that Moscow 


has ceased collecting the tax anyway, 
asks: "Should we now tie demands which 
were never raised during negotiations to 


agreements that have already been con- 
cluded?" 


"The demand that Moscow modify its 


domestic policy as a precondition" for a 
trade agreement or detente was never 
made during negotiations, Kissinger said 
last Monday at a convention of scholars. 
Raising it now, he said, poses questions 
about "our entire bilateral relationship." 


Kissinger said that Soviet-American 


detente "cannot survive Irresponsibility 
in any area," and made it clear that this 
included the Middle East, the trade 
agreement and all the other items on the 
long agenda for ending the cold war.

Certainly Is can be argued that the 


death of Frank Teruggi Jr. was just one 
small incident in the massive inter- 
national scheme of things. Certainly it 
cannot be expected of the State Depart- 
ment or its embassies to be sympathetic 
to the plight of one man or his family. 


One would like to think, however, that 


there might be a brief moment of kind- 
ness shown to a family which, during a 
time of shock and sorrow, finds itself 
caught in the midst of a bewildering in- 
ternational incident. 


It is outrageous to think that the gov- 


ernment would be so crass as to demand 
$850 in advance to have Frank Teruggi's 
body returned for a local funeral. It also 


seems that the government, which 
spends billions of dollars each year on 
many fanciful projects, could not bear 
the cost of returning one body from 
Chile. 


At the least, the State Department 


could have waited until the family had 
recovered from the death of their son be- 
fore presenting the $850 bilL 


It may be a small incident in the eyes 


of the diplomats who are in charge of 
directing the affairs of the United States 
throughout the world, but to a family In 
Des Plalnes, Illinois, the death of Frank 
Teruggi, and the manner In which it was 
handled, was no small thing. 


U.S. Rep. Sam Young, R-lOth, has rfe- 


manded a full and Immediate in- 
vestigation. Perhaps American policy in 
the handling of a death in a foreign coun- 
try can be changed. 


For Frank Teruggi Jr. and his family, 


the changes will come far too late. 


AN AFTERWORD: A check with offi- 


cials in Washington confirmed the fact 
the State Department has no, appro- 
priated funds to pay for the shipment of 
the oodles of civilians back to this coun- 
try. Military casualties are, of course, 
shipped at the expense of the govern- 
ment. 


An official in U.S. Senator Charles Per- 


cy's office, when asked about the proce-' 
dure, said that it did seem like a callous 
procedure. 


But, then, it might be argued by the 


State Department that Frank Teruggi Jr. 
shouldn't have gone and gotten himself 
killed. After all, he was only an Ameri-

more impersonal, and its government is 
further removed from contact with and 
knowledge of its people and real estate, 
than most people realize. 


You recently reported that the "Arling- 


ton Heights Plan Commission has ap- 
proved plans for the first architectural 
mixed housing development In the vil- 
lage," i.e., the development by Simon- 
RG Group at Palatine Road and Rtc. 53. 
It is to have a mixture of condominiums, 
townhouses and single family homes. 


The Arlington Heights village planner 


has "termed the project 'unique for the 
Northwest suburbs."" 


As a resident of Regent Park in Arling- 


ton Heights, I would point out that ours 
is a planned unit development, which 
was completed over five years ago, and 
has the same type of condominium, 
townhouse and single family home mix- 
ture, with lake, swimming pool, tennis 
courts and other amenities, as the Sim- 
on-RG Group proposed. 
' Actually, it should not come as a sur- 
prise that the local village planner and 
others do not know we exist, since the 
police department and snow removal 
crews rarely seem to be able to locate us 
and we have, for reasons known only to 
city planning types, been placed in the 
Mount Prospect Park District even 
though we are in Arlington Heights and 
arc much closer to Arlington Heights 
Park District facilities. 


Perhaps we should have an open house 


in our area for village officials to ac- 
quaint them with our existence and 
thereby with the source of a portion of 
their salaries.

Department does not know the where- 
abouts of American innocently involved 
in Chile or protect them? For example, 
our embassies do not have room to hold 
all American citizens, nor are they al- 
ways safe. Tonight's radio news told of 
an air raid in the Middle East where a 
large city was the target for bombing, by 
mistake, some embassies were hit. What 
about during various air attacks in North 
Viet Nam where our planes bombed 
strategic areas and by mistake some em- 
bassies were hit? 


Gentlemen, it is tragic indeed when in- 


nocent people pay with their lives in 
cases like above mentioned, in the States 
or overseas, but do not blame our diplo- 
matic corps. We cannot protect our own 
lives here and leaders like Kennedy, 
Wallace, Dr. King, etc. are vivid exam- 
ples, and we still ask ourselves; who 
killed or tried to assassinate them? 


Can we do tho impossible and protect 


every citizen? I am sure we all want it 
and our federal and local government 
are trying to do so'; But overseas, un- 
fortunately, there Is no way.

Blood .pressure fine at 75 


I am 75 yean old and have been trou- 


bled with high blood pressure for over 42 
years, the pressure goes up to 210/110, 
and at other times It drops to 140/60. 
When I go shopping for the full day It 
drops to 135/60. When it drops so low I 
have a very uncomfortable feeling. I am 
taking Apresollne, Inderol and Aldomet. 


Will you please-let me know what" to do 


to stabilize the pressure? I am sending 
along a list of my pressures taken over a 
month's time. 


Actually you arc doing very well. In IB 


out of 19 readings the dlastolic '(low) 
reading was below 80. There were only 
two readings above 90. Actually 17 of 
your high readings (systolic) were 150 or 
above with only two of these over 180. If 
all people In your age bracket with ele- 
vated blood pressure could be controlled 
that well, we would be very happy with 
our treatment. 


You probably have lost part of the nor- 


mal elasticity of your aorta, the large 
artery that carries all the oxygenated 


blood out of the heart to the body after it 
returns to the lungs. When this happens 
It takes more pressure to provide circu- 
lation. 


I do have a suggestion you can talk to 


'your doctor about. To prevent these low 
pressures when you are up for a long 
time, why not try a pair of support hose 
or elastic bandage around the legs. It 
could help prevent the accumulation of 
blood' in the legs and may eliminate 
these lower readings and uncomfortable 
feeling.

She arrived In the newsroom to the 


thunder of typewriters and the ringing of 
telephones, but It all came to on in- 
stantaneous halt, and all heads turned 
left when from her tote bag she pulled a 
sample of her ncw-lo-the-nren home busi- 
ness — a 6411 brassiere. The editorial 
chamber was up for grabs. 


Several days later I followed up the 


news tip on her booming business. The 
scene was the living room of Mrs. Flor- 
ence Skowron, Mount Prospect. The time 
was early evening. Guests ranged from 
70-year-old grandma to a teenager, with 
all ages and sizes in the middle. 


The product was not the ordinary home 


party fare — Tuppcrwnre food keepers 
or Bca Line fashions — but the 
Symbra'ctto bra. 


As the skeptical, bra-beaten women ar- 


rived, Mrs. Skowron was busy setting 
her polyethylene models — complete 
with inside lights to make them glow. 
Her husband, who calls himself the offi- 
cial consultant, disappeared to the back 
porch. 


THK "WOMAN TO woman" method of 


purchasing a bra In the privacy of a 
home began. With her visual aids and 
energetic personality, Mrs. 
Skowron 


made her sales pilch to "women search- 
Ing for bra comfort, proper fit and at- 
tractive styling." 


The secret Is the unibnnd. Designed by 


Dr. Sonla Garutso of Los Angeles and 
patented by Carl Simpson, president of 
the company, based In Scotts Valley, 
Calif., Symbra'ctto bras function through 
dual undcrcupplng which "makes It pos- 
sible to keep midriff and underarm flesh 
In Its natural position, Increasing bust 
fullness and giving a more flattering ap- 
pearance," Mrs. Skowron, the mother of 
two teenagers, explained. 


"The bra, worn by the late Marilyn 


Monroe and other starlets, rcposturcs a 
woman's figure, without the use of wires, 
pads or artificial aids, providing It with 
an uplift, eliminating strap strain and 
even adding two or three Inches up 
front," she Mid. "It seems to find breast 
tissue you didn't know you had and coax 
It back whore It belongs." 


"STOKE noirtJItT" bras usually come 


In about a dozen sizes and In cup sizes 
ranging between AA and D. This Is 
where Symbra'ctto stands out. Mrs. 
Skowron boasts that her bras arc avail-

Following the short presentation comes

According to Mrs. Skowron, "When the 
bust Is hanging and not properly sup- 
ported the blood flow is cut off. Blood 
vessels and glands should be free-flow- 
ing."

A pufflncss on top of the bra means the 


bra cup Is too small. Bulges below the 
bra signal that there are too many 
Inches in the bra band. A proper fit ne- 
cessitates an exact rib cage measure- 
ment. 


IF THE DACK of the bra rides up, the 


straps are too tight. Support should not 
come from the straps, but from the de- 
sign and structure of the bra, said the 
bra lady. 


Mrs. Skowron prides herself on the 


education women get at her bra parties. 
"Even If every woman doesn't buy a bra 
from me, at least she knows what to look 
for when she does buy one," she said. 


And eventually women arc faced with 


the choice. Despite the rumor that wom- 
en aren't wearing bras anymore, Ameri- 
can women last year spent one and a 
quarter billion dollars on brassieres. 


"This uniquely designed bra will ac- 


centuate your positive and eliminate 
your negative" Is how Florence de- 
scribes her line. 


THE ERA OF the flat-chested look 


seems cons away as the women at the 
part "oh" and "ah" at the results of a 
better bra. 


"The bigger gals feel so comfortable 


and trim they don't want to take it off," 
said Mrs. Skowron. "And the tiny-bosom 
girls can't believe they have that much." 


The testimonies abound. Customers 


claim bettor posture and less back 
strain, better fit in clothes and one song- 
stress In the party I attended heralded 
the bra for helping her breath control. I 
tried It myself and liked it. 


As Mrs. Skowron said when I was get- 


ting Into my car to drive home, "You 
always learn something at a bra party."

according to safety experts. Winter's 
fashion trends have been sized up and 
the results look good for the medical pro- 
fession but bad for the wearers. 


Linda Omohundro of Huntington, W. 


Va., was the victim of high fashion. She 
fell off her shoes. While breaking in a 
pair of stylish platform shoes — four- 
inch soles, and seven-Inch heels — she 
took a tumble and tore a ligament in her 
ankle. Now she's hobbling on crutches. 


According to Linda, the first thing her 


doctor asked her was, "What kind of 
shoes were you wearing, those eleva- 
tors?" Her doctor warned her she was 
lucky she hadn't been hurt any worse. A 
few days before he had treated a girl 
who broke three bones in her foot. 


SO MUCH FOR shoes, but there are 


other fashion hazards. Consider scarves, 
featured as accessories for dresses, suits 
and coats, and not for women only. You 
may say they're handsome and warm, 
but the National Safety Council labels 
them "potential killers." 


According to a study in the Journal of 


th e A mer lean Medical Association 
(JAMA), nearly half of the persons in 
accidents involved with wearing scarves 
were fatalities. All the accidents oc- 
curred in the winter when scarves got 
tangled in machinery. Eleven of. the vic- 
tims were females between the ages of 
10 and 30. 


We can't forget Isodora Duncan, the 


dance revolutionary, who was strangled 


in the 1920s when her long scarf became 
tangled in the rear wheel of the open au- 
tomobile in which she was riding. 


Midi and maxicoats and capes seem 


somehow very unfashionable when being 
juggled along with packages through 'a 
revolving door. They're also prone to 
catch on escalators, elevators and ve- 
hicle doors. 


A WOMAN IN Mexico City, reports the 


safety council, was killed when her shawl 
caught in the door of a bus as the vehicle 
pulled away. 


How many times have you embar-

The safety council offers these sugges- 


tions about selection of clothing in the 
dangerous age. They may not be pretty, 
but they could save your life. 


— "Platform soles, high heels and 


clogs don't mix with snow and ice. Wear 
medium or low-heeled boots with a non- 
skid sole when it's slippery underfoot. 


— Winter driving requires precise han- 


dling control of the car. If you wear mit- 
tens to drive, you're endangering your- 
self and others. Driving gloves with fin- 
gers and leather palms are recommend- 
ed. 


— HEADGEAR should not block hear- 


ing or sight. 


— Cold weather brings a tragic in- 


crease in flammable fabrics burn cases, 
especially among children and the elder- 
ly. Buy flame retardant sleepwear and 
warn family members about the dangers 
of heaters, fireplaces and stoves."

Sticks and stones may break their

Buffalo Grovo Fire Chief Wayne Win- 


ter said his department Is capable of 
h.milling fire protection for the entire vll- 
lage, that making present coverage by 
tun departments "wasteful." 


Winter, a member of a special fire 


com ml I tec, made his remarks at a meet- 
ing Thursday night. The committee lias 
been appointed by the village to make 
recommendations on steps to follow to- 
ward the formation of a municipal de- 
partment. An Independent consulting 
firm several months ago suggested the 
village form a municipal fire department 
within two years. 


At present, residents north of Checker 


Itond arc served by the Long Grove Rur- 
al Fire I'orlcctioii District, while the rest 


of the village Is covered by the Wheeling 
Township Rural Fire Protection, which 
employes the Buffalo Grove Fire Deport- 
ment Inc.

The vote to confirm Ford, n 23-year 


Congress veteran from Michigan, will 
probably he near-unanimous, he said. 
Crane's first choice for the post was Gov. 
Ronald Reagan of California, but he 
noted that "nobody Is really unhappy" 
with Ford. 


U.S. Hep. Samuel Young. R-10, also 


predicted an early confirmation. 


"I am highly delighted with the nomi- 


nation of Congressman Gerald Ford to be 
vice president," said Young. "His experi- 
ence of 25 years in Congress and his 
close association with the President in 
his position as House Minority Leader 
make him superbly equipped to assume 
the responsibilities of vice president and, 
If necessary, those of the President." 


YOl'NC SAID Ford's name wa.s one of 


those he recommended to President Nix- 
on for the post. Ford enjoys the respect 
of Democratic Congressional leaders and 
"will be confirmed cxpcditlously by the 
House ami Senate," Young said. 


Ford was nominated Friday by Mr. 


Nixon to replace former Vice president 
Spiro Agnew, who resigned last week and 
was convicted of Income tax evasion and 
sentenced to three years' probation. 


Carl Hanscn, Elk Grove Township Re- 


publican commlttccman, also said Ford 
could Improve relations between the ex- 


ecutive and legislative branches of gov- 
ernment. "There's a need to bring the 
White House and the Congress closer to- 
gether at this time." 


"Congressional leaders have sufficient 


confidence in htm to give him approval 
rapidly," Hanscn said. "He couldn't rise 
to be minority leader without the respect 
and esteem of his colleagues." 


Hanscn also said he was pleased that

"Anything 
that can be done to lessen the tensions is 
going to be beneficial to the country as a 
whole," he said.

The "gun" was aimed casually out the 


window of the State Police squad car 
when the semi-trailer moving van sped 
past at 57 miles per hour — 12 miles 
faster than the posted speed limit. 


State Trooper Joe Thomas set the 


gun's sights on the truck, squeezed the 
trigger, then raced after the truck. The 
gun lay beside him as red digital num- 
erals blinked "57" steadily on a screen 
above its handle. 


The truck driver had just become the 


victim of "Speedgun," a new radar unit 
resembling a bullhorn, which measures 
instantaneously the speed of moving ve- 
hicles. 


THE DEVICE, whlcTi has been in use 


since August, is the latest police aid for 
trapping speeders, who police say are 
perhaps the foremost traffic enemy. 
Speedgun is portable and operates either 
by its own power pack or by plugging 
into a car clgaret lighter. 


The gun works on the Doppler prin- 


ciple in which a signal is transmitted 
from the gun and bounces off a moving 
vehicle. The speed at which the signal 
bounces off the vehicle and back to the 
gun is equal to the vehicle's speed. 
Speedgun records that speed. 


Six of the guns are now in use at State 


Police Dlst. 3 headquarters in Des 
Plaines. A total of 80 of the units were 
purchased by the state from the manu- 
facturer for $50,000, half of which was 
refunded by tho federal government 
through a matching funds program. 


SPEEDGUN HAS simplified the task 


of catching speeders, Thomas said dur- 
ing a morning patrol this week. Older 
radar units required the officer to read a 
graph which charted average speeds 


rather than the speed of a vehicle at any 
g i v e n moment. Speedgun, however, 
charts the actual speed of a vehicle in 
the same way a car speedometer does. 


"It is so versatile, it really doesn't give 


the violator a chance," Thomas said. A 
violator doesn't stand much chance of 
disputing the accuracy of the unit be- 
cause after each traffic stop, a trooper 
tests the gun to make sure it is working 
properly. 


This is done with the use of a tuning 


fork which is calibrated to emit 50 m.p.h. 
vibration signals. If the 50 m.p.h. reading 
records on the gun when it is aimed at 
the tuning fork, the device is working ac- 
curately. 


THOMAS SAID the guns are also in- 


spected once a month to insure their 
proper operation. 


But trapping the speeder doesn't neces- 


sarily mean issuing a ticket. 


For example, four persons stopped for 


speeding by Thomas on a two-hour morn- 
ing patrol this week were all traveling 10 
to 13 miles per hour faster than the post- 
ed limit. All, however, were let off with 
written warnings, which the state police 
now issue, giving the driver a record of 
being stopped by speeding but no fine or 
ticket. 


If the tropper feels a written warning 


will deter the driver from speeding 
again, then it can be just as effective as 
a ticket, Thomas said. 


"WE FEEL WE'RE responsible for 


traffic safety," Thomas said of the State 
Police. "We handle almost no criminal 
cases except if they're involved in traffic 
cases. 


"The most fundamental aspect of driv- 


ing is speed. If a driver isn't conscious of 
that, will he be conscious of traffic lights 
and stop signs?" 


Sewers backing tip 
Dump diapers? 
Don't do it! 


by JOE SWICKARD 


As Ed Norton used to say, "You 


never know what goes on down in the 
sewers." 


The Metropolitan Sanitary District 


can tell you what goes through the 
sewers, but you might not believe it. 


Earl Knight, of the MSD industrial 


waste section, said, "Oh, we get all 
kinds of things through here. You'd 
be amazed what people put through 
the sewers." 


Besides the usual, the MSD reports 


everything from mattresses to gro- 
cery carts have turned up in their 
flowage; often causing backups. 


And Arlington Heights has experi- 


enced several sewerage backups 
recently due to "disposable" diapers. 
The problem became so bad, the vil- 
lage published a warning in the mu- 
nicipal newsletter. 


BILL REINHARD of the village 


public works department, outlined 
the problem in a memorandum to as- 
sistant village manager Darryl Ken- 
ning. According to Reinhard, new 
parents are apparently ignoring the 
diaper package's instruction to re- 
move the plastic shield before flush- 
Ing them away. 


He said the plastic prevents the pa- 


per diaper from dissolving as it was 
designed to do. The result is a plas- 
tic-coated, watertight seal in the sew- 
er pipes, he said. 


Persons upstream from the block- 


age can testify when sewerage can- 
not progress as planned, it must 
emerge somewhere. 


When asked about the diapers, 


Rolling Meadows Public Works Supt. 
John Hennessy proclaimed fervently: 
"We hate, hate, hate them! They've 
always been a problem. They're not 
biodegradable. They tend to reach a 
90-degree turn and then clog." 


REINHARD, after clearing several 


local blockages (twice in the same 


line), surmised the problem may 
also be compounded with the manner 
in which the diapers arc disposed. He 
said It appeared the parents were 
saving several diapers and then 
flushing them all at once. 


Knight explained what doesn't hap- 


pen with the plastic covered diapers. 
"We're not very happy with them. 
You see, the plastic has a very high 
cellulose content. This makes them 
not very biodegradable. They will 
break down, but not right away. This 
is primarily a local problem. Our 
pipes are much bigger than the mu- 
nicipalities use, so the diapers don't 
clog them up." 


The MSD pipes also have screens 


of varying gauges to filter out larger 
items that might cause problems. 
Knight said they have a machine 
similar to a garbage grinder which 
effectively reduces most things to a 
manageable size. 


"We can always expect to find un- 


usual things In the sewers. People 
even put old mattresses down man- 
holes. If there's something they want 
to get rid of, they just put it down a 
manhole. Grocery carts are another 
headache. Kids steal the carts from 
parking lots and shove them into 
streams," he said. 


KNIGHT SAID the MSD was con- 


sidering billing the stores for remov- 
ing the carts. He said the stores 
claim insurance on the stolen carts, 
which are often the older, damaged 
ones which have to be replaced any- 
way. 


Rolling Meadows' Hennessy was 


blunt commenting on the sewerage. 
"I'd just rather not discuss the kinds 
of other things found in the sewers!" 


Knight extended an invitation: 


"You really should come down to our 
screening rooms sometime. You'd 
really be surprised." 


Thomas said police arc usually more 


concerned with drivers going 10 miles or 
more over the limit. "I look for the haz- 
ardous violator," Thomas said. "They're 
the potential accidents. 


"If I'm out here, I don't have to be 


petty," he continued. "We have no 
'quotas' (which require a certain number 
of tickets to be written in a period of 
time.} I don't have to write a ticket. I 
treat people the way I want to be 
treated, so when I make an arrest, I feel 
it is Justified. 


IF DRIVERS try to deny it (a speeding 


offense) too vigorously," Thomas said. 
"We simply show them the gun reading 
(which is locked by a trigger and holds 
the reading until the trigger is released.) 


"We have a problem sometimes in that 


we clock cars at a distance," Thomas 
explained. "By the time the driver sees 
us and glances down at his speedometer,' 
he's already reduced his speed, so some- 
times we have a hard time explaining it 
to him." 


Some outraged drivers, of course, just 


can't be quieted, Thomas said. "They 
ask for your badge number and your 
name and they say they're going to have 
your job and take you to court, all of 
which doesn't make our job any easier." 


Of the four persons stopped that morn- 


ing, only one attempted to deny the 
speeding charge. 


WHILE POLICE will attempt to spot 


any violator, Thomas admitted truck 
drivers arc usually eyed as speed de- 


mons. "Trucks are notorious speeders," 
he laughed. "They're almost professional 
mirror-watchers." 


On a traffic stop, Thomas will check 


for other potential traffic or criminal vio- 
lations. The truck driver he stopped was 
asked to produce a registration identi- 
fication card which he is required to car- 
ry stating the weight limit the truck, is 
allowed to carry, the maximum number 
of axles it is allowed, and related infor- 
mation. 


The truck driver's name was radioed 


to the district headquarters, and Thomas 
was told within seconds that the driver 
had no record of previous convictions in 
Illinois. 


WHEN THOMAS stopped three other 


auto drivers, he checked each driver's 
license for any driving restrictions, cor- 
rect age and address, and the expiration 
date of the license. On stops made late at 
night, Thomas said teen-agers found to 
be driving after curfew can be held, 
since a minor's license is invalid after 
curfew. 


The excuses for speeding that morning 


ranged from "a stuck accelerator pedal™ 
to "I'm on my lunch hour and I had to 
get to the store." 


"People have always looked at law en- 


forcement with disrespect" Thomas 
commented as traffic on Golf Road 
whizzed by. "They feel they should not 
be restricted. We want people to start 
thinking instead of just taking driving for 
granted."

Special 'gun' helps state 
police catch speeders

The "gun" was aimed casually out the 


window of the State Police squad car 
when the semi-trailer moving van sped 
past at 57 miles per hour — 12 miles 
faster than the posted speed limit. 


State Trooper Joe Thomas set the 


gun's sights on the truck, squeezed the 
trigger,,then raced after the-.truck.jThe 
gun lay beside him as red digital num- 
erals blinked "57" steadily on a screen 
above its handle. 


The truck driver had just become the 


victim of "Speedgun," a new radar unit 
resembling a bullhorn, which measures 
instantaneously the speed of moving ve- 
hicles. 


THE DEVICE, whicti has been in use 


since August, is the latest police aid for 
trapping speeders, who police say are 
perhaps the foremost traffic enemy. 
Speedgun is portable and operates either 
by its own power pack or by plugging 
intc a car clgaret lighter. 


The gun works on the Doppler prin- 


ciple in which a signal* is transmitted 
from the gun and bounces off a moving 
vehicle. The speed at which the signal 
bounces off the vehicle and back to the 
,gun Is equal to the vehicle's speed.

John Kent, state director of the North 


Central Association of Colleges and Sec- 
ondary Schools, said ranking schools Is 
"kid of risky." 
" "The NCA doesn't rank or rate schools 
at all. Very frankly, I would certainly 
hesitate to do it myself," he said. 


Blnnchord was director of an NCA 


evaluation team which visited Maine 
South last February. He sold he spent 
four days at the school talking with ad- 


ministrators, teachers, students and par- 
ents. 


Kent said he would spend "weeks and 


even months" at a school before attempt- 
ing to compare it with others. 


"Most people shy completely away 


from this type of thing because of the 
many factors Involved," he said.

a catalog merchandise store, police said. 


After subsequent investigaton, Hoff- 


man Estates police charged the four with 
burglary and arson. 


THE SUSPECTS were identified as 


George Lawson, 20, of 4414 S. Oak- 
en wald; Steven Handy, 21, of 5617 S. 
Calumet; Demarvm Rodgers, 19, of 4331 
Evans, and Craig Sanford, 19, of 4340 
Evans. Sanford, Lawson and Handy were 
reportedly fired Wednesday from Service 
Merchandise. 


Charges of possession of stolen proper- 


ty were filed against the four by 
Schaumburg police. Handy was also 
booked on charges of possession of bur- 
glary tools, having no driver's license on 
his person and driving without headlights 
on, and Lawson on a charge of unlawful 
use of weapons for having a pair of non- 


chachu (kung-fu) sticks, police reported. 


Nearly 35 emergency vehicles — 13 of

State advice led to first Maryville site

The Dlst. 26 School Board apparently 


relied too heavily on a recommendation 
by the Illinois Capital Development 
Board in choosing the site for the new 
Maryville school. 


On the advice of the ICDB, which over- 


sees the construction of all public 


schools, the Dlst. 26 board in August 
voted to build the school on the River 
Trails Junior High School site. School 
Board Pres. Lloyd Demel and board 
member Michael Sheyker voted 'no.' 


Two weeks ago, the board rescinded 


that decision and chose a five-acre site 
on Gregory Street as* the best site .'or the 
new facility. The site is part of the Mary- 


Morton Grove mayor objects 
to Oakton College site there 


The mayor of Morton Grove has said 


he doesn't want Oakton Community Col- 
lege to build its campus in the village 
because it will remove land from the tax 
rolls and require use of village police 
and fire services. 


Mayor Jules Bode made the comment 


last week during a village board meet- 
ing. According to Fred Huber, village 
manager, all the other village trustees 
agreed except Martin Ashman who said 
the college would add prestige to the 
community. 


One of the sites Oakton is considering 


for its permanent campus is the present 
location of the temporary campus, 7900 
N. Nagle Ave., Morton Grove, plus about 
20 acres adjacent to the campus. Bode 
"feels there Is no sufficient room there," 
said Huber, and the board 'believes the 
temporary campus is "not the ideal loca- 
tion" for the college's permanent home. 


HUBER SAID HE has no way of know- 


ing the assessed value of the campus 
without checking county records but esti- 
mated the land is valued at about $20 
million and generates about $270,000 in 
tax revenue to the village and local 
school districts. He also said the village

into the study," he said.

Paul Gllson, chairman of the Oakton 


board and its site committee, said the 
mayor's comments would not mean the 
college would drop the site from consid- 
eration. An evaluation report of the site 
and two other sites in the northwest cor- 
ner of Oakton's district is now being 
made, he said, and will be finished some- 
time after Jan. 1. 


When the report is completed, it will 


be discussed with the village board, Gil- 
son said. "We will coordinate all our 
evaluations and plans with the villages 
concerned when we have all the informa- 
tion," he said. 


"WE NEVER FELT there would be 


any major impact on the local villages 
taxes," said Gllson. Unlike most commu- 
nities in Oakton's district, which includes 
Maine and Nlles townships, Morton 
Grove doesn't have a high school located 
in the village limits and has "never real- 
ly had any big education burden" 
through loss of tax revenue or use of fire 
and police services. 


"We consider ourselves desirable to

He said he is "disturbed and 
puzzled by any public statements with- 
out any discussion with our board or our 
administrators. We think we're darn 
good neighbors."

concerned with drivers going 10 miles or 
more over the limit. "I look for the haz> 
ardous violator," Thomas said. "They're 
the potential accidents. 


"If I'm out here. I don't have to be 


petty," he continued. "We have no 
'quotas' (which require • certain number 
of tickets to be written In a period of 
time.) 1 don't have to write a ticket. I 
treat people the way I want to be 
treated, so when I make an arrest, I feel 
it Is justified. 


IF DRIVERS try to deny it (a speeding 


offense) too vigorously," Thomas said. 
"We simply show them the gun reading 
(which is locked by a trigger and holds 
the reading until the trigger is released.) 


"We have • problem sometimes in that 


we clock cars at a distance," Thomas 
explained. "By the time the driver sees 
us and glances down at his speedometer, 
he's already reduced his speed, so some- 
times we have a hard time explaining it 
to him." 


Some outraged drivers, of course, Just 


can't be quieted, Thomas said. "They 
ask for your badge number and your 
name and they say they're going to have 
your Job and take you to court, all of 
which doesn't make our Job any easier."

Ing, only one attempted to deny the 
ipeeding charge. 


WHILE POLICE will attempt to spot 


any violator, Thomas admitted truck 
drivers an usually eyed as speed de- 
mons. "Trucks are notorious speeders," 


he laughed. "They're almost professional 
mirror-watchers." 


On a traffic stop, Thomas will check 


for other potential traffic or criminal vio- 
lations. The truck driver he stopped was 
asked to produce a registration identi- 
fication card which he Is required to car- 
ry stating the weight limit the truck is 
allowed to carry, the maximum number 
of axles it is allowed, and related Infor- 
mation. 


The truck driver's name was radioed

the ICDB to research possible sites for 
the Maryville school.

AFTER THE ICDB researched eight 


sites in a month and a half, the school 
board voted Aug. 7 to build the school on 
the junior high site. 


Demel said he felt the school board 


should have taken longer to decide on the 
site. The board was pressured, he said, 
Into making a decision by the ICDB so 
the school could be built by next fall. 


After angered residents protested the 


Aug. 7 decision, the board set up a citi- 
zens' committee to study alternative 
sites and hired a civil engineer. The re- 
ports of both revealed several facts un- 
covered by the ICDB. 


The ICDB failed to Inform the board 


before its Aug. 7 decision that a water 
retention facility required by the Metro- 
politan Sanitary District would have to 
be included oiMhc new school site. 


That information, Demel said, was the 


overriding factor in the board's reversal 
of its earlier decision. There is no room 
at the junior high school for a retention 
facility, Demel said, without cutting into 
land designated by the park district for a 
track. The Gregory Street site is large 
enough to accommodate a retention facil- 
ity. 


DEMEL SAID It did not occur to the 


board to check with the MSD on reten- 
tion requirements. 


"The.board Is a pollcymaklng body," 


he said. "It doesn't generally get into de- 
tailed discussions with engineers." 


The ICDB had told the board that it 


would cost approximately $55,000 more to 
develop the Gregory Street site than the 
junior high site. That conclusion was re- 
versed by the civil engineer. 


Other facts uncovered by the civil engi- 


neer and the citizens' committee were 
that an underground sewer said by the 
ICDB to run through the Gregory Street 
site had not existed for 40 years. Also, 
that the Maryville administration is plan- 
ning to build a road to new student hous- 
ing that will accommodate school traffic. 


ALTHOUGH DEMEL said he was 


"very uncomfortable" because the ICDB 
never submitted information about the 
sites to the board In writing, a trip to 
Springfield to talk with ICDB engineers 
reassured him that the board could de- 
pend on their recommendation as the 
best site available. 


"It was totally appropriate for us to 


depend on the ICDB," Demel said. "The 
Information we obtained from them led 
us to believe that we could have good 
faith In their conclusions." 


Demel said the board also relied on 


architects hired by the ICDB to confirm 
the ICDB engineer's site evaluations. 
However, after working on plans for the 
school for only 2& days, the ICDB archi- 
tects were pulled off the job when it was 
learned by the agency that the school 
site might be changed. 


DEMEL SAID it was "nothing more 


than wishful thinking" to have hoped 
that the architects could provide the rea- 
sons behind the ICDB recommendation. 


"Looking at it in retrospect, I've felt 


that we were pressured to move so 
quickly to approve the site that we were 
steamrollered," Demel said. 


"I'd say now that we really should 


have hired the civil engineer before we 
made the decision (on the River Trails 
site)," Demel continued. "The problem 
Is, at what point do you make the judg- 
ment that a professional group Is not 
providing you with good input?". 


Due to the delay in reevaluatlng sites 


and changing its decision, there Is some 
question as to whether (he Dist. 26 school 
board will be able to complete the new 
Maryville school by September. 


If it is not finished, the board must 


seek permission from the state to contin- 
ue using the River Road School, built be- 
fore the turn of the century. 


THE BUILDING has been declared un- 


fit and unsafe for students by the Illinois 
Life Safety agency. Misplaced faith in 
the ICDB and failure by the board to 
take more initiative in finding the an- 
swers to Important questions may 'mean 
students to be forced to stay there, 
anyway. 


Even though it Is true that a school 


board "Is only a pollcymaklng body," as 
Demel said, to make good policy, the 
board must have all the facts. 


The board Is responsible, ultimately, 


for any decision. That'means' it must 
also take the responsibility for checking 
and doublechccking the facts before tak- 
ing any action.

Special 'gun' helps state 
police catch speeders 


A readout of a car's speed appears on Speedgun's screen.

The "gun" was aimed casually out the 


window of the State Police squad car 
when the'semi-trailer moving van sped 
past at 57 miles per hour — 12 miles 
faster than the posted speed limit. 


State Trooper Joe Thomas set the 


gun's sights on the truck, squeezed the 
trlgger.'then raced after the'truck. The 
gun lay beside him as red digital num- 
erals blinked "57" steadily on a screen 
above its handle. 


The truck driver had just become the 


victim of "Speedgun," a new radar unit 
resembling a bullhorn, which measures 
instantaneously the speed of moving ve- 
hicles. 


THE DEVICE, whtcii has been in use 


since August, is the latest police aid for 
trapping speeders, who police say arc 
perhaps the foremost traffic enemy. 
Speedgun is portable and operates either 
by its own power pack or by plugging 
into a car cigarct lighter. 


The gun works on the Doppler prin- 


ciple in which a signal is transmitted 
from the gun and bounces off a moving 
vehicle. The speed at which the signal 
bounces off the vehicle and back to the 
gun is equal to the vehicle's speed.

Gerald Ford as the nation's 
vice president. 


Ford "should be able to soothe some of 


the 
wounds between the executive 


branch and the Congress," said U.S. 
Rep. Philip Crane. It-12, who called the 
vice president-designate "a very accept- 
able choice." 


The vole to confirm Ford, a 23-year 


Congress vctcrar from Michigan, will 
probably be nosr-unanlmous. he said. 
Crane's first choice for the post was Gov. 
Ronald Reagan of California, but he 
noted that "nolxdy Is really unhappy" 
with Ford. 


U.S. Rep. Samuel Young, R-10, also 


predicted an early confirmation. 


"I am highly delighted with the nomi- 


nation of Congressman Gerald Ford to be 
vice president," said Young. "His experi- 
ence of 25 years in Congress and his 
close association with the President In 
his position as House Minority Leader 
make him superbly equipped to assume 
the responsibilities of vice president and, 
If necessary, those of the President." 


YOUNG SAID Ford's name was one of 


those he recommended to President Nix- 
on for the post. Ford enjoys the respect 
of Democratic Congressional leaders and 
"will be confirmed cxpedltiously by the 
House and Senate," Young said. 


Ford was nominated Friday by Mr. 


Nixon to replace former Vice president 
Splro Agncw, who resigned last week and 
was convicted of Income tax evasion and 
sentenced to three years' probation. 


Carl Hanson, Elk Grove Township Re- 


publican commlttccman, also said Ford 
could Improve relations between the ex- 


ecutive and legislative branches of gov- 
ernment. "There's a need to bring the 
White House and the Congress closer to- 
gether at this time." 


"Congressional leaders have sufficient 


confidence in him to give him approval 
rapidly," Hanson said. "He couldn't rise 
to IK; minority leader without the respect 
and esteem of his colleagues," 


Hanson also said he was pleased that 


the vice president-designate is a Midwes- 
tcrncr and this his appointment came 
soon after Agnew resigned. "Anything 
that can be done to lessen the tensions is 
going to be beneficial to the country as a 
whole," he sold. 


Bernard Pcdersen, Palatine Township 


GOP commltteeman, called Ford a "uni- 
fier." 


"I hate to soy a thing like 'he's honest' 


but anyway when you read about what 


people say about him, he's a good guy, 
experienced, and knows the Congress," 
Pederscn said. Ideologically, "He's not 
one extreme or the other. He's a bal- 
anced selection." 


FORD WAS "an excellent choice," ac- 


cording to Floyd Fullc, Maine Township 
Republican committecman and a mem- 
ber of the Cook County Board. 


"One of the most salient features to 


the President was that the individual he 
chose be confirmed quickly by the Con- 
gress. In that respect, he was a good 
choice. He is very popular among mem- 
bers of Congress," said Fulle. 


"Another point is that he has 25 years 


.in Congress. With that, he's got to be 
familiar with what's going on. He has 
also been very loyal to the President. In 
all, I believe the choice was excellent," 
he said. 


Legislative experience was also cited 
by Richard Cowcn, Wheeling Township 
GOP commltteeman, as a major point In 
Ford's favor. "One of the real problems 
the Nixon administration had encoun- 
tered was its ability to work with Con- 
gress to get legislation passed," said 
Cowen. 


Ford will be an effective liaison be- 


tween the administration and the legisla- 
tive branch, "which will certainly help 
the entire Nixon program," he said. 


A dissenting note was sounded by Rich- 


ard Mugalian, Palatine Township Demo- 
cratic committecman, who called Ford

you could find." 


"Anything that Nixon does is suspect 


in my view," he said. "He should have 
been out of there by this time anyway. 
We should be replacing him." 


Speedgun records that speed. 


Six of the guns are now in use at State.

SPEEDGUN HAS simplified the task 


of catching speeders, Thomas said dur- 
ing a morning patrol this week. Older 
radar units required the officer to read a 
graph which, charted average speeds 
rather than the speed of a vehicle at any 
g i v e n moment. Speedgun, however, 
charts the actual speed of a vehicle in 
the same way a car speedometer does. 


"It is so versatile, it really doesn't give 


the violator a charge," Thomas said. A 
violator doesn't stand much chance of 
disputing the accuracy of the unit be- 
cause after each traffic stop, a trooper 
tests the gun to make sure it is working 
properly. 


This is done with the use of a tuning 


fork which is calibrated to emit 50 m.p.h. 
vibration signals. If the 50 m.p.h. reading 
records on the gun when it is aimed at 
the tuning fork, the device is working ac- 
curately. 


THOMAS SAID the guns are also in- 


spected once a month to insure their 
proper operation. 


But trapping the speeder doesn't neces- 


sarily mean issuing a ticket. 


For example, four persons stopped for 


speeding by Thomas on a two-hour morn- 
ing patrol this week were all traveling 10 
to 13 miles per hour faster than the post- 
ed limit. All, however, were let off with 
written warnings, which the state police 
now issue, giving the driver a record of 
being stopped by speeding but no fine or 
ticket. 


If the tropper feels a written warning 


will deter the driver from speeding 
again, then it can be just as effective as 
a ticket, Thomas said. 


"WE FEEL WE'RE responsible for 


traffic safety," Thomas said of the State 
Police. "We handle almost no criminal 
cases except if they're involved in traffic 
cases. 


"The most fundamental aspect of driv- 


ing is speed. If a driver isn't conscious of 
that, will he be conscious of traffic lights

Some outraged drivers, of course, just 


can't be quieted, Thomas said. "They 
ask for your badge number and your 
name nnd they any they're going to have 
your job nnd take you to court, all of 
which doesn't moke our Job any easier." 


Of Ihe four persons stopped that morn- 


ing, only one attempted to deny the 
speeding charge.

any violator, Thomas admitted truck 


drivers are usually eyed as speed de- 
mons. "Trucks arc notorious speeders," 
he laughed. "They're almost professional 
mirror-watchers." 


On a traffic stop, Thomas will check 


for other potential traffic or criminal vio- 
lations. The truck driver he stopped was 
asked to produce a registration Identi- 
fication card which he is required to car- 
ry stating the weight limit the truck is 
allowed to carry, the maximum number 
of axles It Is allowed, and related infor- 
mation. 


The truck driver's name was radioed 


to the district headquarters, and Thomas 
was told within seconds that the driver 
had no record of previous convictions in 
Illinois. 


WHEN THOMAS stopped three other 


auto drivers, he checked each driver's 
license for any driving restrictions, cor- 
rect ago and address, and the expiration 
date of the license. On stops made late at 
night, Thomas said teen-agers found to 
be driving after curfew can be held, 
since a minor's licence Is Invalid after 
curfew. 


The excuses for speeding that morning 


ranged from "a stuck accelerator pedal" 
to "I'm on my lunch hour and I had to 
git to the store." 


"People have always looked at law en-

with disrespect," Thomas 


commented as traffic on Golf Road 
whizzed by. "They feel they should not 
be restricted. We want people to start 
thinking Instead of just taking driving for 
granted."

Four held in $1 million store fire 


under control in about six hours.

Service Merchandise Inc. was to have 


a grand opening tomorrow at the Golf- 
Rose Shopping Center. But a monstrous 
fire thought to be arson-caused struck 
Saturday, causing damage roughly esti- 
mated at $1 million. Four Chicago men 
have been charged with arson in con- 
nection with the fire. 


It was the largest fire ever in Hoffman 


Estates, fire officials said. Firemen from 
all over the area joined Hoffman Estates 
firefighters in a grim battle in the early 
morning drizzle to save the former W, T. 
Grant building. The fire alarm was given 
about 4 a.m. 


Shortly before the fire report, four Chi- 


cago men were arrested by Schaumburg 
police after a traffic violation stop at 
Higgins and Rosclle roads. In the car, 
there was about $2,500 worth of Items 
thought taken from Service Merchandise, 
a catalog merchandise store, police said. 


After subsequent invcstlgaton, 
Hoff- 


man Estates police charged the four with 
burglary and arson. 


THE SUSPECTS were identified as 


George Lawson, 20, of 4414 S. Oak- 
enwald; Steven Handy, 21, of 5617 S. 
Calumet; Demarvln Rodgcrs, 19, of 4331 
Evans, and Craig Sanford, 19, of 4340 
Evans. Sanford, Lawson and Handy were 
reportedly fired Wednesday from Service 
Merchandise. 


Charges of possession of stolen proper- 


ty were filed against the four by 
Schaumburg police. Handy was also 
booked on charges of possession of bur- 
glary tools, having no driver's license on 
his person and driving without headlights 
on, and Lawson on a charge of unlawful 
use of weapons for having a pair of non- 
cliachu (kung-fu) sticks, police reported. 


Nearly 35 emergency vehicles — 13 of 


them fire engines — rushed to the one- 
story concrete building on the southern 
part of the shopping center on Roselle 
Road between Higgins and Golf roads. 
Authorities estimated that as many as 
150 men may have been summoned to 
the scncnc.

Nixon to replace former Vice president 
Spiro Agncw, who resigned last week and 
was convicted of income tax evasion and 
sentenced to three years' probation.

Service Merchandise Inc. was to have 


a grand opening tomorrow at the Golf- 
Rose Shopping Center. But a monstrous 
fire thought to be arson-caused struck 
Saturday, causing damage roughly esti- 
mated at $1 million. Four Chicago men 
have been charged with arson in con- 
nection with the fire. 


It was the largest fire ever in Hoffman 


Estates, fire officials said. Firemen from 
all over the area Joined Hoffman Estates 
firefighters in a grim battle in the early 
morning drizzle to save the former W. T. 
Grant building. The fire alarm was given 
about 4 a.m. 


Shortly before the fire report, four Chi- 


cago men were arrested by Scliaumburg 
police after a traffic violation stop at 
Hlggins and Roselle roads. In the car, 
there was about $2,500 worth of items 
thought taken from Service Merchandise, 
a catalog merchandise store, police said. 


After subsequent investigaton, Hoff- 


man Estates police charged the four with 
burglary and arson. 


THE SUSPECTS were identified as 


George Lawson, 20, of 4414 S. Oak- 
enwald; Steven Handy, 21, of 5617 S. 
Calumet; Demarvin Rodgers, 19, of 4331 
Evans, and Craig Sanford, 19, of 4340 
Evans. Sanford, Lawson and Handy were 
reportedly fired Wednesday from Service 
Merchandise. 


Charges of possession of stolen proper- 


ty were filed against the four by 
Schaumburg police. Handy was also 
booked on charges of possession of bur- 
glary tools, having no driver's license on 
his person and driving without headlights 
on, and Lawson on a charge of unlawful 
use of weapons for having a pair of non- 
chachu (kung-fu) sticks, police reported. 


Nearly 35 emergency vehicles — 13 of 


them fire engines — rushed to the one- 
story concrete building on the southern 
part of the shopping center on Roselle 
Road between Higgins and Golf roads. 


Sewers backing up 
Dump diapers? 
Don't do it! 


by JOE SWICKARD 


As Ed Norton used to soy, "You 


never know what goes on down In the 
sewers." 


The Metropolitan Sanitary District 


can tell you what goes through the 
sewers, but you might not believe it. 


Earl Knight, of the MSD Industrial 


waste section, said, "Oh, we get all 
kinds of things through here. You'd 
be amazed what people put through 
the sewers," 


Besides the usual, the MSD reports 


everything from mattresses to gro- 
cery carts have turned up In their 
flowagc; often causing backups. 


And Arlington Heights has experi- 


enced several sewerage backups 
recently due to "disposable" diapers. 
The problem became so bad, the vil- 
lage published a warning in the mu- 
nicipal newsletter. 


BILL itEINHARD of the village 


public works department, outlined 
tlic problem in a memorandum to as- 
sistant village manager Darryl Ken- 
ning. According to Relnhard, new 
parents arc apparently ignoring the 
diaper package's instruction to re- 
move the plastic shield before flush- 
Ing them away. 


He said the plastic prevents the pa- 


per diaper from dissolving as it was 
designed to do. The result is a plas- 
tic-coated, watertight seal in the sew- 
er pipes, he said. 


Persons upstream from the block- 


age can testify when sewerage can- 
not progress as planned, it must 
emerge somewhere. 


When asked about the diapers, 


Rolling Meadows Public Works Supt. 
John Hennessy proclaimed fervently: 
"We hale, hate, hate1 them! They've 
always been a problem. They're not 
biodegradable. They tend to reach a 
90-degrce turn and then clog." 


REINHARD, after clearing several 


local blockages (twice in the same 


line), surmised the problem may 
also be compounded with the manner 
in which the diapers are dlspjsed. He 
said It appeared the parents were 
saving several diapers and then 
flushing them all at once. 


Knight explained what doesn't hap- 


pen with the plastic covered diapers. 
"We're not very happy with them. 
You see, the plastic has a very high 
cellulose content. This makes them 
not very biodegradable. They will 
break down, but not right awny. This 
is primarily a local problem. Our 
pipes arc much bigger than the mu- 
nicipalities use, so the diapers don't 
clog them up." 


The MSD pipes alsa have screens 


of varying gauges to filter out larger 
items that might cause problems. 
Knight said tltcy have a machine 
similar to a garbage grinder which 
effectively reduces most things to a 
manageable size. 


"We can always expect to find un- 


usual things in the sewers. People 
even put old mattresses down man- 
holes. If there's something they want 
to get rid of, they just put it down a 
manhole. Grocery carts are another 
headache. Kids steal the carts from 
parking lots and shove them Into 
streams," he said. 


KNIGHT SAID the MSD was con- 


sidering billing the stores for remov- 
ing the carts. He said the stores 
claim insurance on the stolen carts, 
which are often the older, damaged 
ones which have to be replaced any- 
way. 


Rolling Meadows' Hennessy was 


blunt commenting on the sewerage. 
"I'd just rather not discuss the kinds 
of other things found In the sewers!" 


Knight extended an invitation: 


"You really should come down to our 
screening rooms sometime. You'd 
really be surprised." 


Authorities estimated that as many as 
150 men may have been summoned to 
the scnene. 


State fire marshals were dispatched to 


Investigate the blaze, but had no com- 
ments. 


According to Hoffman Estates Fire 


Chief Carl Selke, the fire started in the 
rear of the 44,000-squarc-foot building 
and the heat was so intense it drove fire- 
fighters out when they first entered the 
building. 


Deputy Fire Chief Ed Kalasa said, 


"We're probably speaking in terms of a 
million-dollar fire here." 


HOLES ON THE south side of the 


building were drilled so firemen could 
douse the flames. 


Seiko said there was a lot of smoke at 


first, but when the roof caved in, the 
flames shot up. 


"We had about 10 or 12 men on tho 


roof, and It started going," Selke said. "I 
thought we lost a couple of guys at first. 
But everyone was okay." 


The fire was under control about six 


hours after a nearby bakery had sum- 
moned firefighters to the scene. Firemen 
were still at the scene Saturday night to 
prevent flare-ups. One fire truck had to 
return about 3 p.m. when there was a 
minor flare-up. 


Selke said the rain did not help contain 


the fire, but that "all it did was make us 
sweat." 


THERE WERE no damages to the oth- 


er stores in the shopping center. The 
blaze left behind only a concrete skelte- 
ton of a building. Fire officials said the 
remains of the store would have to be 
torn down. 


Selke added that the sprinkler system 


for the store was being installed, but was 
not completed. 


Fire dcnartments called in to assist

Rep. Philip Crane. R-12, who called (he 
lice president-designate "a \cry accept- 
able choice." 


The vole to confirm Ford, a 25-year 


Congress veteran from Michigan, will 
probably be near-unnnlmous, ho said. 
Crane's first choice for the post was Gov. 
Ronald tlcagnn of California, but he 
noted that "nobody is really unhappy" 
with Ford. 


U.S. Rep. Samuel Young, R-10, also 


predicted an early confirmation. 


"I am highly delighted with the nomi- 


nation of Congressman Gerald Ford to be 
vice president," said Young. "His experi- 
ence of 23 years In Congress and his 
close association with the President in 
Ills position as House Minority Leader 
make him superbly equipped to assume 
the responsibilities of vice president and, 
If necessary, those of the President." 


YOL'NC SAID Ford's name was one of 


those he recommended to President Nix- 
on for the post. Ford enjoys the respect 
of Democratic Congressional leaders and 
"will be confirmed cxpcdltiously by the 
House and Senate," Young said. 


Ford was nominated Friday by Mr. 


Nixon to replace former Vice president 
Spiro Agncw, who resigned last*week and 
wns convicted of income tax evasion and 
sentenced to three years' probation. 


Carl Hanson, Elk Grove Township Re- 


publican commlttccman, also said Ford 
could Improve relations between the ex- 


ecutive and legislative branches of gov- 
ernment. "There's a need to bring the 
White House and the Congress closer to- 
gether at this time." 


"Congressional leaders have sufficient 


confidence in him to give him approval 
tapidly," Hanson said. "He couldn't rise 
to be minority leader without the respect 
and esteem of his colleagues." 


Hanscn also said he was pleased that 


the vice president-designate Is a Midwes- 
(crncr and this his appointment came 
soon after Agnew resigned. "Anything 
that can be done to lessen the tensions is 
going to be beneficial to the country as a 
whole," he said.

GOP committceman, called Ford a "uni- 
fier." 


"I hate to say a thing like 'he's honest' 


but anyway when you read about what 


people say about him, he's a good guy, 
experienced, and knows the Congress," 
Pedersen said. Ideologically, "He's not 
one extreme or the other. He's a bal- 
anced selection." 


FORD WAS "an excellent choice," ac- 


cording to Floyd Fulle, Maine Township 
Republican committeeman and a mem- 
ber of the Cook County Board. 


"One of the most salient features to 


the President was that the individual he 
chose be confirmed quickly by the Con- 
gress. In that respect, he was a good 
choice. He is very popular among mem- 
bers of Congress," said Fulle.

Local Republican leaders support Ford for VP 


Northwest suburban Republican lend- 


ers lined up quickly over (he weekend In 
fupport of Preildcnt Nixon's choice of 
U.S. Rep. Gerald Ford as the nation's 
vice president. 


Ford "should bo able to soothe some of 


the wounds between the executive 
branch and the Congress," said U.S. 
Hep. Philip Crane, R-12, who called the 
vice president-designate "a very accept- 
able choice." 


The vote to confirm Ford, a 25-year 


Congress veteran from Michigan, will 
probably bo near-unanimous, ho said. 
Crane's first choice for (he post was Gov. 
Ronald Reagan of California, but ho 
noted that "nobody Is really unhappy" 
with Ford. 


U.S. Rep. Samuel Young, R-io, also 


predicted on early confirmation. 


"I am highly delighted with the nomi- 


nation of Congressman Gerald Ford to be 
vice president," said Young. "His experi- 
ence of 25 years in Congress and his 
close association with the President in 
his position as House Minority Leader 
make him superbly equipped to assume 
the responsibilities of vice president and, 
If necessary, those of the President." 


YOUNG SAID Ford's name was one of 


those he recommended to President Nix- 
on for the post. Ford enjoys the respect 
of Democratic Congressional leaders and 
"will be confirmed expcdltiously by the 
House and Senate," Young said. 


Ford was nominated Friday by Mr. 


Nixon to replace former Vice president 
Splro Agnew, who resigned last week and 
was convicted of income tax evasion and 
sentenced to three years' probation. 


Carl Hanson, Elk Grove Township Re- 


publican commlttecman, also said Ford 
could improve relations between the ex- 


ecutive and legislative branches of gov- 
ernment. "There's a need to bring the 
White House and the Congress closer to- 
gether at this time." 


"Congressional leaders have sufficient 


confidence in him to give him approval 
rapidly," Hanson said. "He couldn't rise 
to be minority leader without the respect 
and esteem of his colleagues." 


Hansen also said he was pleased that 


the vice president-designate is a Midwes- 
terner and this his appointment came 
soon after Agnew resigned. "Anything 
that can be done to lessen the tensions is 
going to be beneficial to the country as a 
whole," he said. 


Bernard Pedersen, Palatine Township 


GOP committceman, called Ford a "uni- 
fier." 


"I hate to say a thing like 'he's honest' 


but anyway when you read about what 


people say about him, he's a good guy, 
experienced, and knows the Congress," 
Pedersen said. Ideologically, "He's not 
one extreme or the other. He's a bal- 
anced selection." 


FORD WAS "an excellent choice," ac- 


cording to Floyd Fulle, Maine Township 
Republican committeeman and a mem- 
ber of the Cook County Board. 


"One of the most salient features to 


the President was that the Individual he 
chose be confirmed quickly by the Con- 
gress. In that respect, he was a good 
choice. He is very popular among mem- 
bers of Congress," said Fulle. 


"Another point Is that he has 25 years 


in Congress. With that, he's got to be 
familiar with what's going on. He has 
also been very loyal to the President. In 
all, I believe the choice was excellent," 
he said. 


Legislative experience was also cited 


by Richard Cowen, Wheeling Township 
GOP committeeman, as a major point in 
Foid's favor. "One of the real problems 
the Nixon administration had encoun- 
tered was its ability to work with Con- 
gress to get legislation passed," said 
Cowen. 


Ford will be an effective liaison be- 


tween the administration and the legisla- 
tive branch, "which will certainly help 
the entire Nixon program," he said. 


A dissenting note was sounded by Rich- 


ard Mugalian, Palatine Township Demo- 
cratic committeeman, who called Ford 
"as undistinguished a vice president as 
you could find." 


"Anything that Nixon does is suspect 


in my view," he said. "He should have 
been out of there by this time anyway. 
We should be replacing him."

Babysitter emergency training pays off

When babysitter Terri Lewandowski 


saw blood oozing from 4-year-old Robert 
Janus Jr.'s neck last week, she didn't 
panic and she acted quickly — thanks to 
a special babysitter course conducted by 
the Hoffman Estates Jaycees. 


Robert had taken a flying leap at the 


living room davenport Thursday night, 
and his momentum propelled him head 
first through a window pane. He suffered 
a 2-inch deep gash on his neck, only a 
fraction of an inch away from his jugular 
vein. 


Twelve-year-old Terri, who had memo- 


rized the emergency phone number to 
the Hoffman Estates Fire Department, 
quickly summoned an ambulance. In 
about \Vi minutes, paramedics from 
nearby Fire Station No. 1 reached the 
Janus home at 105 Illinois Blvd. 


Paramedic Terrence O'Callahan and 


volunteer Scott Sutherland had the bleed- 
ing stopped within seconds. 


Robert was transported to Northwest 


Community Hospital, Arlington Heights, 
where three doctors administered emer- 
gency care. Robert received about 40 
stitches. Although he had lost a consid- 


erable amount of blood, the boy was per- 
mitted to recuperate at home 


TERRI, 117 Illinois Blvd., crodited-her 


fast actions to the course she took at the 
start of the year sponsored by the Hoff-, 
man Estates Jaycee Wives. Nurses, 
paramedics and police had instructed the 
babysitter on how to act in emergency 
cases, 


Terri did not feel any emotions when 


she saw the injury and the blood all over 
the living room, but knew she had to act 
quickly, she said. 


Terri said she was in the kitchen get- 


ting treats for Robert when she heard 
him scream. She was rushing from the 
kitchen when she met the bleeding boy. 
She sat him down, called authorities, and 
they were there almost immediately, she 
said. 


Robert's mother, 
Anne, said, 
"I 


couldn't have been happier to have the 
babysitter than I had at the time. 


"I don't know if I myself would have 


the presence of mind to work as quickly 
as she did," said Mrs. Janus, who had 
been on a shopping trip.

State advice on Maryville site misleading

A news analysis 


The Dist. 28 School Board apparently 


relied loo heavily on a recommendation 
by the Illinois Capital Development 
Uonrd In choosing the site for the new 
MJII yvillc:school. 


On the advice of the ICDB, which over- 


sees the construction of all public 
.schools, the DM. :'li board in August 
voted to build the school on the River 
Trails Junior High School site. School 
Uoard Prcs. Lloyd Dome! and hoard 
member Michael Sheykcr voted 'no.' 


T«o weeks ago, the board rescinded 


that decision and clmse n five-acre site 
on Gregory Street as the best site for the 
new facility. The site Is part of the Mary- 
ville Academy property In Des Plalncs. 


The school board depended entirely on 


tin.- ICDB to research possible sites for 
the Maryville school. The hunt began 
about June 15, according to Dcmel. 


AFTER THE ICDB researched eight 


sites In a month and n half, the school 
board voted Aug. 7 to build the school on 
(he junior high site. 


Dcmcl said he felt the school board 


should have taken longer to decide on the 
site. The board was pressured, he said, 
Into making a decision by the ICDB so 
the school could be built by next fall. 


After angered residents protested the 


Aug. 7 decision, the board set up a citi- 
zens' committee to study alternative 
sites and hired a civil engineer. The re- 
ports of both revealed several facts un- 
covered by the ICDB. 


The ICDB failed to inform the board 


bcfoic Its Aug. 7 decision that a water 
retention facility required by the Metro- 
politan Sanitary District would have to 
be Included on the now school site. 


That information, Demel said, was the 


overriding factor In the board's reversal 
of Its earlier decision. There Is no room 
at the junior high school for a retention 
facility, Dcmel said, without cutting into 
land designated by the park district for a 
track. The Gregory Street site Is large 
enough to accommodate a retention facil- 
ity. 


DEMEL SAID U did not occur to the 


board to check with the MSD on reten- 
tion requirements. 


"The board is a pollcymaklng body," 


he said. "It doesn't generally get Into de- 
tailed discussions with engineers." 


The ICDB had told the board that it 


would cost approximately $55,000 more to 
develop the Gregory Street site than the 
junior high site. That conclusion was re- 
versed by the civil engineer. 


Other facts uncovered by the civil engi- 


neer and the citizens' committee were 
that an underground sewer said by the 
ICDB to run through the Gregory Street 
site had not existed for 40 years. Also, 
that the Maryville administration Is plan- 
ning to build a road to new student hous- 
ing that will accommodate school traffic. 


ALTHOUGH DEMEL said he was 


"very uncomfortable" because the ICDB 
never submitted information about the 
sites to the board in writing, a trip to 
Springfield to talk with ICDB engineers 
reassured him that the board could de- 
pend on their recommendation as the 
best site available. 


"It was totally appropriate for us to 


depend on the ICDB," Demel said. "The 
information we obtained from them led 
us to believe that we could have good 
faith In their conclusions." 


Demcl said the board also relied on 


architects hired by the ICDB to confirm 
the ICDB engineer's site evaluations. 
However, after working on plans for the 
school for only 2k days, the ICDB archi- 
tects were pulled off the job when it was 
learned by the agency that the school 
site might be changed. 


DEMEL SAID it was "nothing more 


than wishful thinking" to have hoped 
that the architects could provide the rea- 
sons behind the ICDB recommendation. 


"Looking at It In retrospect, I've felt 


that we were pressured to move so 
quickly to approve the site that we were 
steamrollered," Demel said. 


"I'd say now that we really should 


have hired the civil engineer before we 
made the decision (on the River Trails 
site)," Demel continued. "The problem 
is, at what point do you make the judg- 
ment that a professional group is not 
providing you with good input?" 


Due to the delay in Devaluating sites 


and changing its decision, there is some 
question as lo whether the Dist. 26 school 
board will be able to complete the new 
Maryville school by September. 


If it is not finished, the board must 


seek permission from the state to contin- 
ue using (he River Road School, built be- 
fore the turn of the century. 


THE BUILDING has been declared un- 


fit and unsafe for students by the Illinois 
Life Safety agency. Misplaced faith in 
the ICDB and failure by the board to 
take more initiative in finding the an- 
swers to important questions may mean 
students to be forced to stay there, 
anyway. 


Even though it is true that a school 


board "is only a policymaking body," as 
Demel said, to make good policy, the 
board must have all the facts. 


The board Is responsible, ultimately, 


for any decision. That means it must 
also take the responsibility for checking 
and doublcchccking the facts before tak- 
ing any action.

Ford ".should be able to soothe some of 


the wuund.s between the executive 
branch ami the Congress." .said U.S. 
Rep. Philip Crime. H-12. who called the 
vice president-designate "a very accept- 
able choice." 


The vote lo confirm Ford, a 23-year 


Congress veteran from Michigan, will 
probably be near-unanimous, he said. 
Crane's first choice for the post was Gov. 
Ronald Reagan of California, hut he 
miled Hint "nobody Is really unhappy" 
with Ford. 


U.S. Rep. Samuel Young, R-10, also 


predicted nn early confirmation. 


"I am highly delighted with the nomi- 


nation of Congressman Gerald Ford to be 
vice president," said Young. "His experi- 
ence «f 23 years in Congress and his 
close association with the President in 
his position as House Minority Leader 
make him superbly equipped to assume 
the responsibilities of vice president and, 
if necessary, those of the President." 


YUL'NU SAID Ford's name was one of 


those he recommended lo President Nix- 
on for the post. Ford enjoys the respect 
of Democratic Congressional leaders and 
"will be confirmed cxpcdltiously by the 
House and Senate," Young said. 


Ford was nominated Friday by Mr. 


Nixon to replace former Vice president 
Spiro Agncw, who resigned last week and 
was convicted of Income tax evasion and 
sentenced to three years' probation. 


Carl Hanscn, Elk Grove Township Re- 


publican commlltecman. also said Ford 
could Improve relations between the ex- 


ecutive and legislative branches of gov- 
ernment. "There's a need to bring the 
White House and the Congress closer to- 
gether at this time." 


"Congressional leaders have sufficient 


confidence In him to give him approval 
rapidly," Hanscn said. "He couldn't rise 
to be minority leader without the respect 
and esteem of his colleagues." 


Hanscn also said he was pleased that 


the vice president-designate Is a Midwes- 
tcrncr and this his appointment came 
soon after Agnew resigned. "Anything 
that can be done to lessen the tensions is 
going to be beneficial to the country as a 
whole," he said, 


Bernard Pedcrscn, Palatine Township 


GOP commlttccman, called Ford a "uni- 
fier." 


"I hate to say a thing like 'he's honest' 


but anyway when you read about what 


people say about him, he's a good guy, 
experienced, and knows the Congress," 
Pedcrsen said. Ideologically, "He's not 
one extreme or the other. He's a bal- 
anced selection." 


FORD WAS "an excellent choice," ac- 


cording to Floyd Fullc, Maine Township 
Republican committecman and a mem- 
ber of the Cook County Board. 


"One of the most salient features to 


the President was that the individual he 
chose be confirmed quickly by the Con- 
gress. In that respect, he was a good 
choice. He is very popular among mem- 
bers of Congress," said Fulle. 


"Another point is that he has 25 years 


in Congress. With that, he's got to be 
familiar with what's going on. He has 
also been very loyal to the President. In 
all, I believe the choice was excellent," 
he said. 


Legislative experience was also cited 


by Richard Cowen, Wheeling Township 
GOP committecman, as a major point in 
Ford's favor. "One of the real problems 
the Nixon administration had encoun- 
tered was its ability to work with Con- 
gress to get legislation passed," said 
Cowen. ' 


Ford will be an effective liaison be- 


tween the administration and the legisla- 
tive branch, "which will certainly help 
the entire Nixon program," he said. 


A dissenting note was sounded by Rich- 


ard Mugalian, Palatine Township Demo- 
cratic commltteeman, who called Ford 
"as undistinguished a vice president as 
you could find." 


"Anything that Nixon does is suspect 


in my view," he said. "He should have 
been out of there by this time anyway. 
We should be replacing him."

They will 
break down, but not right away. This 
Is primarily n local problem. Our 
pipes arc much bigger than the mu- 
nicipalities use, so the diapers don't 
clog them up." 


The MSD pipes also hove screens 


of varying gauges to filter out larger 
items that might cause problems. 
Knight said they have a machine 
similar to a garbage grinder which 
effectively reduces most things to a 
manageable size. 


"We can always expect to find un- 


usual things In the sewers. People 
even put old mattresses down man- 
holes. If there's something they want 
to get rid of, they Just put it down a 
manhole. Grocery carts arc another 
headache. Kids steal tin.- carts from 
parking lots and shove them into 
streams," he said. 


KMfillT SAID the MSD was con- 


sidering billing the stores for remov- 
ing the carts. He said the stores 
claim Insurance on the stolen carts, 
which arc often the older, damaged 
ones which have to be replaced any- 
way.

had taken the option on the site at 111. 
Rtcs. 59 and 77. In June, members of a 
local search committee said they had 
eliminated the site from their recommen- 
dations to the state. The three-man com- 
mittee, appointed by Republican former 
Sec. of State John Lewis, submitted their 
recommendations last spring to Hewlett, 
a Democrat. 


ACCORDING TO members of the com- 


mittee, the Barrington Hills site Is in- 
accessible to sewer line hookups from 
the Metropolitan Sanitary District. 


The recommendation committee also 


complained that the site was too difficult 
to get to from the Northwest Tollway and 
other major auto routes. 


Nearly 18 months ago, the state re- 


jected another site west of Palatine when 
poor soil conditions were discovered on 
the property. That site, on the west side 
of Quentin Road between Dundee Road 
and Northwest Highway, has since hern 
rrzoned for an apartment condominium 
development. 


The current property has a reported 


price tag of $12,000 per acre.

nicipalities have met informally with 
Johnson to discuss possible problems re- 
sulting from the driver testing station lo- 
cation.

$1 million fire hits store; 4 charged 


by STIRLING MOR1TA 


Service Merchandise Inc. was to have 


a grand opening tomorrow at the Golf- 
Rose Shopping Center. But a monstrous 
fire thought to be arson-caused struck 
Saturday, causing damage roughly esti- 
mated at $1 million. Four Chicago men 
have been charged with arson in con- 
nection with the fire. 


It was the largest fire ever in Hoffman 


Estates, fire officials said. Firemen from 
all over the area joined Hoffman Estates 
firefighters in a grim battle in the early 
morning drizzle to save the former W. T. 
Grant building. The fire alarm was given 
about 4 a.m. 


Shortly before the fire report, four Chi- 


cago men were arrested by Schaumburg 
police after a traffic violation stop at 
Hlgglns and Roscllc roads. In the car, 
there was about $2,500 worth of Items 
thought taken from Service Merchandise, 
a catalog merchandise store, police said. 


After subsequent Investigation, Hoff- 


man Estates police charged the four with 
burglary and arson. 


THE SUSPECTS were identified as 


George Lawson, 20, of 4414 S. Oak- 
cnwaltl; Steven Handy, 21, of 5617 S. 
Calumet; Demarvin Rodgers, 19, of 4331 
Evans, and Craig Sanford, 19, of 4340 
Evans. Sanford, Lawson and Handy were 
reportedly fired Wednesday from Service 
Merchandise. 


Charges of possession of stolen proper- 


ty were filed against the four by 
Schaumburg police. Handy was also 
booked on charges of possession of bur- 
glary tools, having no driver's license on 
his person and driving without headlights 
on, and Lawson on a charge of unlawful 
use of weapons for having a pair of non- 
chachu (kung-fu) sticks, police reported. 


Nearly 35 emergency vehicles — 15 of 


them fire engines — rushed to the one- 
story concrete building on the southern 
part of the shopping center on Roscllc 
Road between Hlggins and Golf roads. 
Authorities estimated that as many as 
150 men may have been summoned to 
the scncne. 


State fire marshals were dispatched to 


investigate the blaze, but had no com- 
ments. 


According to Hoffman Estates Fire 


Chief Carl Selke, the fire started In the 
mar of the 44,000-square-foot building 
and the heat was so Intense it drove fire- 
fighters out when they first entered the 
building. 


Deputy Fire Chief Ed Kalasa said, 


"We're probably speaking in terms of a 
million-dollar fire here." 


HOLES ON THE south side of the 


building were drilled so firemen could 
douse the flames. 


Selke said there was a lot of smoke at 


first, but when the roof caved in, the 
flames shot up. 


"We had about 10 or 12 men on the 


roof, and it started going," Selke said. "I 
thought we lost a couple of guys at first. 
But everyone was okay." 


The fire was under control about six
